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Despite promises, the police use high-tech number p late 
recognition cameras to track cars of innocent protestors

KENT Police have come in for 
more criticism over their handling 
of last year’s Climate Camp rally 
after it emerged that number-plate 
technology was used to monitor 
the protestors. 

Officers set up cameras on roads surround¬ 
ing Kingsnorth power station on the Hoo 
Peninsula so the details of motorists could be 
checked against a national database. 

The force says this was to stop stolen, unin¬ 
sured and dangerous vehicles, but documents 
released this week under the Freedom of 
Information Act suggest these were not the 
only motives. 

One file in particular - a police letter to 
Medway Council about the authority’s initial 
reluctance to help install the cameras - 
implies their use was for more than simply 
reducing road crime. 

Written by Sgt Keith Waymont, it read: 
“When I put this to my bosses they were less 
than impressed, given the importance of this 
operation, as the new power station build is 
likely to create a considerable number of jobs 
for Medway.” 

According to an article in The Guardian, 
the data collected by such automatic number 
plate recognition (ANPR) systems is now 
being used throughout the country to pull over 
law-abiding protestors for no other reason 
than their vehicles were ‘marked’ at previous 
demonstrations. 

Medway Tory councillor Mark Reckless, who 
is also a member of the Kent Police Authority 
which is tasked with holding the force to 
account, described Sgt Waymont’s letter as 
“utterly unacceptable”.

He added: “By pressuring the council to set 
aside our concerns about planned police sur¬ 
veillance in this way implies Climate Camp 
policing was intended to face down the protes¬ 
tors and help E.ON build a new power station. 

“To the best of my knowledge this is not true. 
In some aspects of the operation the police 


went out of their way to demonstrate neutral¬ 
ity, for example by not using E.ON facilities to 
command the operation. 

“However, the unveiling of this letter can 
only add to concerns regarding the policing of 
the protest.” 

The environmental rally at Kingsnorth last 


3 summer was over E.ON’s plan to build a new 
| coal-fired power station, which last month the 
company put on hold for up to three years. 

£ Politicians, protestors and academics 
JJJ involved in the demonstration have always 
z claimed the police response - which included 
3 the extensive use of stop-and-search powers - 
| was disproportionate to the threat posed by 
o the 1,500 activists. 

> Officers were also accused of being 
5 heavy-handed with the campaigners, seizing 
hundreds of personal items including soap, 
board games and a clown costume, and using 
sleep deprivation tactics - such as broadcast¬ 
ing The Clash hit I Fought the Law in the 
early hours. 

Responding to the latest revelations about 
the use of ANPR technology, Medway Labour 
MP Bob Marshall-Andrews said: “The way in 
which the police acted at the demonstrations 
has alienated hundreds, if not thousands, of 
peaceful and law-abiding citizens. 

“As for the letter to the council about the 
power station creating new jobs, the police 
may individually be concerned about things 
like that but they should certainly not be 
expressing their views in this way.” 

Kent Police has so far invested £5.3 million 
in its ANPR system, which draws on 
information from a variety of national data¬ 
bases and flags up vehicles of interest in the 
blink of an eye. 

Chief Insp Richard Watson heads a team 
that specialises in using the equipment. 
Earlier this year he told KOS Media: 
“There are people who say it’s like Big 
Brother, but I would have no need to look 
at your car if you were not involved in crim¬ 
inal activity.” 

And in an interview with Yourkenttv in 
November last year, Chief Constable Mike

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Road rage shooting shocks sleepy village 


SHOCKED villagers have recalled the horri¬ 
fying moment a motorist was shot in a sus¬ 
pected road rage attack. 

The incident, which took place at about 
10pm on Monday in Alkham, between 
Dover and Folkestone, left a man critically 
ill in hospital with a gunshot wound to his 
stomach. 

People living nearby said they had been 
stunned by the shooting. 

Teenager Jack Spicer recalled the moment 
he and his brother saw the victim lying in 
the road. “I was in the garden when we 
heard screeching and then shouting and 
swearing,” he said. 


“Then there was a gunshot - it was a high- 
pitched sound we thought could be fire¬ 
works.” 

He went to his sister’s room, which over¬ 
looks the road, and saw two cars had 
stopped next to a third car. 

“My brother and I decided to go and have 
a look,” he said.“We saw a person lying in the 
road holding his stomach, with people stand¬ 
ing around him. 

“I asked a lad who was using a mobile 
phone if the man was all right. He said, 
What do you think? He’s just been shot in 
the stomach’. It was pretty shocking.” 

Kate Georgiou, owner of Alkhamhurst 


Kennels, said many villagers had been left 
upset by what happened. “It’s shocking for a 
sleepy, pretty little place like Alkham,” she 
said. “People are very upset.” 

Police have issued a fresh appeal after the 
incident. It is believed the attacker was in a 
light-coloured car and drove off towards 
Dover. 

Officers want to speak to three female 
careworkers who stopped to help the injured 
man, as well as three men in a Peugeot 306 
who also stopped shortly after the shooting.

Stop moaning about 
11 -plus, says Carter

THE leader of Kent County 
Council has responded to compre¬ 
hensive headteachers’ criticism of 
selective education and the pres¬ 
sure it puts on children to pass the 
11-plus exam. 

Cllr Paul Carter, who this week announced 
plans to adjust the provision of grammar 
school places to create more in the west of the 
county, defended selection and said the teach¬ 
ers had chosen to work in Kent, “so don’t 
moan about it”. 

Ahead of the results of the Kent Test being 
published last Monday, Phil Kamavas, the 
principal of Canterbury High School, said a 
KCC official had likened the 11-plus exam to 
“emotional abuse of children”. 

Mr Kamavas went on to tell KOS Media 
that to some extent success in the test now 
depended upon, in part, “on a parent’s will¬ 
ingness to pay for it”. 

In a scathing attack on opponents of the 
selective system, Cllr Carter said: “I don’t 
agree with him. He has chosen to work in a 
high school in a selective authority, so don’t 
moan about it.” 

Another principal, Ian Johnston of the 
Marlowe Academy in Ramsgate, called for 
the selective system to be scrapped, calling it 
“divisive” and saying the test put “unwar¬ 
ranted” pressure on children aged 10 or 11. 

Cllr Carter said: “Outcomes for young peo¬ 
ple at 16 in Kent are well above national 
attainment levels.

“We have reduced the number of young peo¬ 
ple not in employment, education or training 
by 16 per cent compared with the national 
average of 12 per cent. So we have to be doing 
something right.” 

His apparent attack on teachers continued 
as he pointed to a report in the Times 
Education Supplement last week, which 
found one in five primary schools was not 
identifying ‘gifted and talented’ children to 
take part in a Government programme. 

“A significant number of primary schools 
have not been prepared to name high-ability 
pupils that can access special tuition and sup¬ 
port to help them fully realise their poten¬ 
tial,” Cllr Carter said. 


“They subscribe to this one size must fit 
every child and I think it is pretty sad hold¬ 
ing them back. A ‘one size fits all’ approach in 
schools is rubbish.” 

Kent, which has 33 grammar schools, and 
Medway, which has six, are the only fully 
selective authorities in the country. KOS 
Media reported last week how parents will 
this year be facing a frenzied race to find 
grammar school places with some 5,113 chil¬ 
dren having passed the Kent Test county¬ 
wide, but only 4,458 places are available. 

In response to the pressure on grammar 
places in west Kent, Cllr Carter controver¬ 
sially proposed to expand provision. 

Massive demand 

“I’m asking to adjust the provision of [gram¬ 
mar] places, preserving the status quo so the 
percentage of yearly cohort to 24 to 25 per 
cent, which I told secondary school heads I 
would stick to, six or seven years ago,” he said. 

“However, where we’ve got massive demand 
in west Kent and surplus places in east Kent 
because there are fewer pupils there passing 
the 11-plus there would an adjustment in the 
provision across the county.” 

He said he plans to reduce grammar places 
in Thanet, Shepway and Canterbury so that 
more can be offered in west Kent. 

Cllr Carter maintained that KCC’s cabinet 
was “completely united” over proposals for 
extra grammar places in the west despite the 
authority’s member for education, Cllr Sarah 
Hohler, playing down the pressure on places 
last week and not mentioning the plans.

ROCK drummer Nick 'Topper 7 
Headon has vowed to honour the 
spirit of his former band The 
Clash by helping three talented 
musicians fulfil their dreams. 

The 54-year-old, who lives with his family 
in River, near Dover, told Kent on Sunday 
that when the punk group formed in 1976 
they promised change and to give some¬ 
thing back to their fans. 

And despite fighting his own demons 
over the years in a long battle with heroin 
addiction, Headon has now pledged his 
support to three drummers at Canterbury 
Christ Church University by giving them 
scholarships. 

“This is a Clash thing to do,” he said. “I 
want to give something back and make 
things easier for these students. It’s differ¬ 
ent from my day when we had grants. Now 
students are made to pay back loans. 

“I’m in a position in my life where I can 
help. I used to think being clean was 
enough, but I want more than that.” 

Headon, whose mother died recently, 
struggled with drug addiction for more than 
20 years. 

Band members Joe Strummer, Mick Jones 
and Paul Simonon eventually told him to 
quit drugs or leave The Clash. He was 
thrown out of the band in 1982. 

Headon, considered one of the greatest 
rock drummers of his generation, ended up 
on the streets before being helped by a

homeless charity in London. The former 
Dover Grammar pupil said: “When I was at 
school I never once thought I would end up 
as an addict. But the toxic cocktail of youth 
and money, mixed with the kind of lifestyle 
I had, led me into it. 

“Now I’m clean I’m looking to do what I 
can to help people and give something back.” 

Bromley-bom Headon got involved with 
Kent homelessness charity Porchlight, and 
was asked to become an ambassador for the 
organisation. He is also a spokesman for the 
Hepatitis C Trust after undergoing treat¬ 
ment for the condition. 

He has been involved with music charities 
and helped with the Jail Guitar Doors cam¬ 
paign, set up by singer Billy Bragg to pro¬ 
vide instruments to prison inmates. 

Headon said: “Some addicts use some¬ 
thing called a Trigher power’ to help them 
fight their addiction. This can be a kind of 
spiritual thing, but for me, doing all this is 
like my higher power.” 

The scholarships will continue to run 
every 12 months, with new students being

selected at the start of each academic year. 

Headon chooses the pupils he wishes to 
support out of a shortlisted group after 
watching them perform. 

He said: “I see who has flair and the ones 
who have something about them. 

“I never had lessons, so I couldn’t read 
music. I think it’s important for students to 
learn all aspects.” 

The three students who have been select¬ 
ed this year are Rosey Forbes, Matt Hatrick 
and Scott Hoenes. 


Lydd Airport D-Day 

A NEW date has been set for the long-awaited 
meeting to determine whether the expansion 
of Lydd Airport goes ahead. 

A full meeting of Shepway council on 
Wednesday, March 3, next year, will determine 
two applications, for a new terminal building 
capable of handling up to 500,000 passengers 
a year and a 444-metre runway extension. 

Supporters of the airport, also known as 
London Ashford, claim the plans would boost- 
jobs and prosperity on Romney Marsh. 

Opponents claim a second regional airport in 
Kent would be under-used and unnecessary, 
while destroying valuable wildlife habitats.

Fuller said: “Law-abiding people have 
nothing to fear from this.” 

However, according to The 
Guardian, officers have been told they 
can place ‘markers’ against the vehi¬ 
cles of anyone who attends demon¬ 
strations regardless of whether or not 
they have committed a crime. 

James Welch, legal director of the 
civil rights group Liberty, said: “When 
ANPR was first introduced it was said 
it would only be used to identify unli¬ 
censed and uninsured vehicles. 

“Now we see it being used for a myr¬ 
iad of purposes without any public 
debate. Using it to mark cars associat¬ 
ed with peaceful protestors interferes 
with an important democratic right 
and would seem to come pretty close 
to harassment.” 

Responding to the criticism, Chief 
Insp Watson said it was common prac¬ 
tice to use ANPR at key locations 
where there is a large volume of vehi¬ 
cles - such as the Dartford crossing -

to help reduce the number of people 
killed or injured on Kent’s roads. 

He added that 45 drivers who attend¬ 
ed the Climate Camp protests were 
found to have no insurance, tax or 
licence, and all records from the 
demonstration would be kept for two 
years before being deleted. 

In regards to the letter by Sgt 
Waymont, Chief Insp Watson said: 
“There was a lack of understanding of 
the partnership process with one per¬ 
son at the local authority. 

“Once that had been made clear by 
their supervisor, there was no issue 
with our use of Medway’s facilities.” 

A Medway Council official said: 
“Reducing crime rates is of para¬ 
mount importance to the council and 
its partners - including the police - 
and we will continue to support the 
work of the police and, wherever pos¬ 
sible, come to mutual agreement on all 
policies.” 

An official report into policing at 
the 10-day protest criticised the 
force’s blanket use of stop and search 
as “disproportionate and counter¬ 
productive”. 

More than 8,000 searches were car¬ 
ried out on protestors by the more 
than 1,400 officers drafted in from 24 
forces for the £5.3m police operation. 

The police also put journalists cover¬ 
ing the protest under surveillance, 
and blasted out a message from a low- 
flying helicopter at groups, including 
families, saying that if they did not dis¬ 
perse police horses, dogs and batons 
would be “used against them”. 


More sex offenders on 
register ‘sign of better 
detection and control’ 


A HUGE increase in the num¬ 
ber of registered sex offenders 
living in Kent has been attrib¬ 
uted to police dealing with them 
more effectively. 

There are now 1,093 paedophiles, rapists 
and other sex offenders resident in the 
county compared with 730 six years ago - 
a rise of just under 50 per cent. 

However, the increase has been wel¬ 
comed by the police and probation service 
who see it as another sign that Kent is get¬ 
ting to grips with criminal activity. 

Dover and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser is a 
member of the Home Affairs Committee in 
the House of Commons. 

He said: “Overall crime continues to drop 
right across Kent, but for far too long the 
efforts to detect and prosecute paedophiles 
and other sex offenders have not always 
been proportional to the need. 

Welcomed 

“In recent years police forces have raised 
their game and are bringing more of these 
kinds of offender into the criminal justice 
system, which is to be welcomed. 

“Other reasons for the increase in regis¬ 
tered sex offenders can be put down to 
the improved methods of detecting those 
downloading improper images to their 
computers and recent changes to sex 
offenders registration legislation.” 

One person who is concerned about the 
increase is former Tory prisons minister 
Ann Widdecombe MP, whose Maidstone 
constituency includes a prison almost 
entirely occupied by sex offenders. 

Last month former inmate James 
Donoghue, 42, was convicted of repeated¬ 
ly raping a woman in her home while he 
was staying at a probation hostel. He 
will be sentenced next month. 

Ms Widdecombe said: ‘We’ve just had a 
very large expansion of sex offenders at 
Maidstone and that’s the one group of 
criminals who don’t go back to where 
they originally came from. They tend to 
stay near to where they are released. 

“I don’t think you can just stop the 
problem, but the police need to be aware 
that it would be gross if there were too 
many releases in Kent. The offenders 

Cervical smear 
take-up boost 

WOMEN in Medway are above the 
national average for the take-up of cervi¬ 
cal smears to protect against cancer, it 
has been revealed. 

The NHS Information Centre found 82 
per cent of the 69,400 women aged 
between 25 and 64 in Medway took 
advantage of cervical screening in 2008- 
09. This is above the national average of 
just under 79 per cent and up slightly 
from the previous year’s figure of 81.8 
per cent. 

Dr Alison Barnett, Medway’s director 
of public health, said: “It is very encour¬ 
aging that women across Medway are 
taking advantage of screening for cervi¬ 
cal cancer. 

“Cervical screening saves lives and we 
would urge any woman aged between 25 
and 64 to keep up to date with her 
screening.”

should be placed around the country.” 

Kent’s latest figures were published this 
week as part of the annual report from the 
county’s Multi-Agency Public Protection 
Arrangements (Mappa). 

According to the document, the policing area 
with the highest number of registered sex 
offenders is south Kent - which includes 
Ashford, Dover and Folkestone - with 232. 

The area with the lowest number is north 
Kent - including Dartford and Gravesend - 
with 115. 

Mid Kent has 209, Medway has 196, east 
Kent has 183 and in west Kent there are 158. 

Det Supt Paul Fotheringham, head of Kent 
Police’s public protection unit, said: “An 
increase in registered sex offenders is partly 
due to changes in legislation. It is also a testa¬ 
ment to our effectiveness in investigating and 
prosecuting serious sex offences on both adults 
and children. 

“Protecting the people of Kent is our priori¬ 
ty. We will continue to work with our partners 
to use all the resources available to us in 
order to best manage violent and sex offend¬ 


ers, helping to keep our communities safe.” 

Set up under the 1997 Sex Offenders Act, the 
sex offenders’ register allows police and proba¬ 
tion services to monitor people convicted of the 
worst types of crimes. 

Those on it must notify the force if they 
change their name or address, and some have 
to reveal if they plan to travel outside the UK. 

Last year, 18 people in Kent were either cau¬ 
tioned or convicted for breaching one or more 
of these requirements. 

A Mappa official said: “An increase in the 
number of registered sex offenders is a posi¬ 
tive sign. 

“The main reason for the increase is the 
improved detection, prosecution and convic¬ 
tion of those responsible for these offences. 

“More offenders on the register does not 
mean more sex offenders on the streets. Many 
are required to register for long periods, with 
some registering for life. 

“This has a cumulative effect on the total 
number of offenders required to register at 
any one time, and therefore we have always 
expected to see an increase in the numbers 
year-on-year.”

A hero’s welcome for dad 


MORE than 100 Gurkhas were 
reunited with their loved ones at 
Folkestone’s Shorncliffe Barracks 
after a sixth-month tour of duty 
in Afghanistan, where they were 
training police officers, writes 
Nick Ames. 

Foxtrot Company of the Royal Gurkha 
Rifles had been in Helmand Province men¬ 
toring the Afghan national police in mili¬ 
tary skills as well as how to operate in hos¬ 
tile territory. 

Royal Military Police had also been work¬ 
ing with the Gurkhas, instructing Afghans in 
police work.

Meadows. “It’s been tough, very tough,” he 
said. “Every time we hear something on the 
news about a casualty our minds just go out 
there. 

“I have two daughters and both have mar¬ 
ried into the military, so a son-in-law is going 


out soon. But it’s great to be able to welcome 
Sam back.” 

After getting off the coaches each soldier 
was presented with a ceremonial scarf 
known as a ‘khada’. 

They will also visit to the grave of Cpl Pun, 
who is buried in a cemetery in Aldershot, 
after a ritual of thanksgiving known as a 
‘pooza’ at the barracks. 

A long period of leave is then being taken, 
with many going back to families in their 
native Nepal. Company commanding officer 
Major Chris Conroy paid tribute to the sol¬ 
diers who died. 

“It was great shame to lose Cpl Pun and 
Sgt Ross, but we knew the threat we were 
under and the boys have done an outstand¬ 
ing job throughout.” 

Maj Conroy said the tour had been a suc¬ 
cess in terms of objectives, and the Gurkhas 
had brought special qualities to the mission. 

“The language similarities between the 
native tongues of the Gurkhas and Afghans 
means they are able to communicate without 
the use of interpreters,” he said. 

“This makes mentoring the police officers 
much more personal and effective. It also 
allows both parties to establish a level of 
trust. 

“Our job was to instruct the police in how 
to stop and search vehicles, set up road 
blocks and use their weapons properly. 

“We were working alongside 20 members 
of 173 Provost Company, Royal Military 
Police, who trained the Afghans in the sort of 
skills policemen have to have. 


“The intention is that they will be able to 
take on the role of community policing, as we 
see in this country, as well as take on the 
insurgents. 

“When we arrived they had a reasonable 
standard of policing skills, but that has risen 
sharply following the mentoring. 

“The officers understand the locals and the 
community, so that is a major strength. But 
they do have weaknesses. For instance, there 
is only about a 10 per cent literacy rate and 
the ability to read and write is extremely 
important for police officers.”

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‘Force is homophobic’ 

Court hears qav p olice officer’s discrimination claims

A LESBIAN police officer accused 
her force of “institutional homo¬ 
phobia” for refusing to let her girl¬ 
friend work on the same shift as 
her, a tribunal heard this week. 

Sgt Jasmine Stewart asked if her gay part¬ 
ner Mhairi Gilchrist, 29, could join her team 
at Ashford police station in January, 2006. 

But Ms Stewart, a mother-of-two from 
Ashford, claimed Insp Terry Reene told her: 
“People here wouldn’t like it, you two being a 
couple.” 

The 39-year-old - who worked for the British 
Transport Police - claimed officers objected as 
she was in a same-sex relationship. She told 
the tribunal in Ashford: “I felt the way it was 
said was because Mhairi and I were gay.” 

Ms Stewart, who joined British Transport 
Police in September, 2005, said there were 
many other examples of straight couples 
working together, but she had been discrimi¬ 
nated against because she was gay. 

She added: “I have worked with a number 
of officers in the British Transport Police who 
are partners, who are supervisory and subor¬ 
dinate and that works very well. 

“They just happened to be heterosexual.” 

The hearing was told Ms Stewart threat¬ 
ened to start a grievance procedure if her 
lover was not allowed onto the same shift. 

As a result, the force backed down and

accepted her request. However, Ms Stewart, 
fighting a sexual discrimination case 
against the British Transport Police, said 
the decision to allow her to work on the 
same shift with her girlfriend led to hostili¬ 
ty from other officers. 

She said: “There were comments made on a 
daily basis like ‘I don’t know why you want to 
go to one of those meetings - it’s for the poofs’.” 

Benjamin Uduje, representing the force, said 
other officers had always been aware of and 
accepted Ms Stewart’s sexuality, as well as 
being sympathetic to her childcare demands. 

He said: “[That was] not the action of a force 
that was institutionally homophobic or had a 
culture of homophobia.” 

The force says Ms Stewart’s request for her

The tribunal heard how Insp Terry Reene 
told Ms Stewart, a training officer, that 
morale had dropped at the police station 
since her arrival. Ms Stewart said she told 
Insp Reene: “Either provide evidence about 
the morale issue or shut up.” 

Cross-examining her, Benjamin Uduje, rep¬ 
resenting the force, put it to her that Insp 
Reene had ‘some reservations’ about her 
management style. 

But Ms Stewart said her team was the best 
performing at the station and Insp Reene had 
previously given her glowing appraisals. 

She claimed his revised opinion of her had 
been influenced by her sexuality and because 
she was a woman. 

Ms Stewart also gave examples of junior offi¬ 
cers resisting her instructions and being rude 
to her. In one incident she asked a female offi¬ 
cer for information and was told: “Whatever”. 

Ms Stewart said: “I had never heard her 
speak to a supervising officer other than 
myself in that way.” 

Miss Stewart was formerly dismissed from 
the force in April, 2009, on the grounds of 
non-attendance. Her partner has also since 
been sacked, the tribunal heard. 

The hearing is due to last two weeks. 


Trust backs new 
‘cheap’ nurse plan 

A HOSPITAL Trust has defended its plan to 
use lower grade nurses, and denies claims they 
will simply replace more qualified staff. 

The industry newspaper, Nursing Times has 
reported that some NHS hospitals, are plan¬ 
ning to replace some trained nurses with cheap¬ 
er, unregistered ‘nurses’ paid at a lower rate. 

It names one in Sheffield and also East Kent 
Hospitals University Foundation. 

So potentially, there will be scope for a large 
number of the so-called ‘assistant nurses’. 

One anonymous senior Trust official told 
Nursing Times they could be used to save 
money and top-up on a shortage of fully 
trained nurses. 

Highly skilled 

Julie Pearce, director of nursing, midwifery 
and quality for East Kent Hospitals University 
NHS Foundation Trust, defended the move. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “An associate prac¬ 
titioner will be a highly skilled additional 
member of staff whose presence will improve 
the care we can offer our patients because they 
will be able to take on some of the roles of both 
the health care assistant and the nurse to give 
patients more consistent care. 

‘We have looked very carefully at where this 
new role can best be used in our hospitals, and 
we will be trialling it from April.” 

The Tust has under its wing Kent and 
Canterbury, Queen Elizabeth in Margate, 
William Harvey in Ashford, Buckland in Dover 
and Royal Victoria in Folkestone, hospitals. 

Unison head of nursing Gail Adams said: 
“This is not like-for-like work.” 

And Royal College of Nursing head of 
employment relations Josie Irwin also takes a 
dim view. She said the new practice is “finan¬ 
cially driven”. However, she would back it if it 
was done on the basis of a proper evaluation of 
clinical needs and staff engagement. If 
patients benefited, she would back it, she said.

Eight years on and he is now regarded as 
one of the best in his profession, with his les¬ 
sons being shown to other teachers as an 
example of best practice. 

He has also been successful beyond the 
classroom, having led a school cricket team to 
win a countywide competition and also being 
part of a staff team. 

Headteacher John Stanley said: “It could 
not have happened to a nicer guy.

Young suicidal 
refugee freed by 
court - for now 

A 10-YEAR-OLD girl from Nigeria who came 
close to killing herself while in custody await¬ 
ing deportation has won the right to have her 
case heard in court. 

Adeoti Ogunsola, who attends St Mary’s 
Primary School in Gillingham, was freed from a 
holding centre near Gatwick airport where she 
was being held with her mother Clementina. 

The girl had been forcibly removed from rel¬ 
atives in Hempstead near Gillingham and 
taken to Tinsley House to be with her mother 
who was already there. It was the second time 
Adeoti had been taken into a removal centre, 
and she finally cracked. 

She tied an electric flex around her neck in 
the dead of night and was only saved by a 
member of staff on patrol passing the kitchen. 

Her legal team has been back to the High 
Court in the hope of getting the deportation 
order scrapped permanently. 

Murdered 

While that didn’t happen during 
Wednesday’s hearing, the UK Border Agency 
did concede the night before the hearing it 
would be happy for a court to hear the full case. 

After her failed suicide bid, Adeoti told her 
mother: “I want to die here, not in Nigeria.” 

Medical experts also warned about keeping 
her locked up because it was causing her to 
become deeply depressed. 

Mrs Ogunsola, 35, has been advised not to 
make any more public statements, but she pre¬ 
viously told KOS Media she has only just discov¬ 
ered her brother and father have been murdered 
and her mother has fled their home in Nigeria. 

The Border Agency said: “Treating children 
with care and compassion is a priority.” 

No date has yet been set for a new hearing.

ENERGY giant EDF has 
been accused of letting down 
its customers over power 
cuts that caused chaos in 
Kent last July. 

More than 90,000 homes and busi¬ 
nesses throughout north-west Kent 
suffered lengthy blackouts when 
vandals broke into a cable bridge in 
Dartford and caused several cables 
to catch fire. 

EDF has since offered customers 
left without power for 24 hours or 
more a ‘goodwill payment’ of £50, but 
critics say poor security at the site of 
the vandalism was to blame, and are 
calling on the firm to provide a high¬ 
er level of compensation. 

The issue reached Parliament last 
week when Bexleyheath and Cray- 
ford Tory MP David Evennett blast¬ 
ed EDF during a debate in the House 
of Commons. He said: “EDF has

Failure 

“EDF failed to secure the site ade¬ 
quately, failed to implement ade¬ 
quate contingency measures after 
the incident, failed to assist large 
numbers of vulnerable people, failed 
to appreciate the problems they 
faced, and failed reasonably to rec¬ 
ompense residents.” 

Under the gas and electricity regu¬ 
lator Ofgem’s guaranteed standards 
policy, power companies that fail to 
meet certain service levels must pay 
compensation to their customers. 

However, EDF says it is exempt 
from the policy on this occasion 
because the power cuts were caused 


by vandals and therefore out of 
its control. 

In the meantime, 62-year-old 
Dartford resident Rosanna Currans 
is calling on other residents affected 
by the power cuts to join her cam¬ 
paign and put pressure on EDF to 
increase its compensation offer. 

Mrs Currans has so far compiled a 
petition of more than 1,500 signa¬ 
tures and is urging people to send 
letters of complaint to the firm. 

She said: “We lost an awful lot 
of money through the lack of electric¬ 
ity, and we weren’t even the worst 
affected. 

“We lost about £285 worth of food 
that had defrosted, we lost our £100 
insurance excess and now we have to 
pay higher premiums. 

“As far as we can see it was a lack 
of security that led to the power cuts, 
which is terrible for such a high- 
risk site.

Jail for child pom distributor 


A PAEDOPHILE who collected sick¬ 
ening images and films of children 
has been sentenced to 14 months in 
prison. 

James Mullen, 23, was sentenced 
at Maidstone Crown Court after 
pleading guilty to 17 offences of dis¬ 
tributing and possessing indecent 
images of children, and one charge of 
obscene communication. 

Mullen, who claims his hobby was 
an obsession, was caught after Kent 
Police received a tip-off from America 
that he was using a computer to 
download the images and distribute 
them to others. 

The terminal was seized from his 
home in Maidstone and the digital 
forensic team discovered 379 inde¬ 
cent images of children - 11 were 
rated a level five, classed as the most 
serious, and depicting sadism or bes¬ 
tiality with children. 

Mullen denied having a sexual 
interest in children but said he had

downloaded the images to “flush out” 
paedophiles and claimed he had

Exhibition to tell 
the stories behind 
memorial names 

A TEAM of dedicated historians is aiming 
to tell the stories behind the names which 
appear on the St Dunstan’s War Memorial 
in Canterbury to commemorate this year’s 
Remembrance Sunday.

Austen who was among 814 British prison¬ 
ers of war crammed aboard an Italian ship 
that was torpedoed and sunk.

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Simple steps to prevent infection 


WITH the flu season now upon us, a cam¬ 
paign has been launched to remind everyone 
good hygiene can help prevents its spread.

“Everyone should encourage 
children to clean their hands by 
showing them how to do it 
properly, and by setting 
them a good example. 

“Encouraging children 
to clean their hands at 
appropriate times will 
help ensure this practice 
becomes a habit.”

overcome this invisibility and find ways of 
making it transparent to the people. It was a 
big buzz for me to be involved. 

“I have a profound sense of the importance 
of the dockyard and its defences, and I think 
they meet a lot of the criteria for a World 
Heritage Site. Once you walk through these 
walls and find out about the history of the 
place, it becomes clear how important it is.” 

World Heritage Sites are registered by the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organisation (Unesco), which 
encourages the protection and preservation 
of cultural and natural heritage considered 
to be of outstanding value to humanity. 

Other locations already afforded World 
Heritage status include Canterbury Cath¬ 
edral, Stonehenge, the Statue of Liberty, the 
Great Wall of China and hundreds more. 

As well as the dockyard, Chatham’s pro¬ 
posed site includes Fort Amherst, Gun Wharf, 
Upnor Castle, the Great Lines, Brompton vil¬ 
lage, Pembroke and Brompton Barracks. 

Mr Van Beck said: “It would be a tremen¬ 
dous feeling if my photographs helped the 
area become a World Heritage Site. The 
other students and I gained a very strong 
sense of identification with the docks and it 
would mean a lot to us all. 

“It was an extra-curricular activity for us 
and we all learned so much from it.” 

A second round of consultation on 
Chatham’s World Heritage nomination was 
launched on Wednesday and will be open 
until November 18.

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Study debunks 
‘urban myth’ of 
date rape drugs

A LEADING academic says women 
should worry less about becoming a 
victim of date rape drugs through 
spiked drinks, and think more 
about the actual quantity of alcohol 
they are knocking back. 

Dr Adam Burgess, based at the University of 
Kent’s school of social policy, sociology and 
social research, said: “There have been many 
proper medical studies around the world 
which have found pretty much zero instances 
of a date rape drug present in a woman who 
claims she has been drugged for sex. 

“What is apparent is that they have in 
almost every case simply been drinking too 
much. My study looked at the reason for this 
and it seems most women are simply in active 
denial. They think they have been the victim 


of a spiked alcoholic drink, when in fact they 
have just drunk too much.” 

Large amounts of alcohol can leave them 
“incoherent and incapacitated”, researchers 
concluded. Dr Burgess said: “They go through 


many ways of avoiding having their drink 
spiked, including some who told me they just 
drink it quicker to avoid being spiked. 

“It would be far better if they simply didn’t 
drink too much in the first place so they were 
able to maintain control.” 

He added: “Everyone seems to believe 
there is a major risk of drink spiking, when 
in reality studies have shown it to be a 
myth. I wanted to know why people contin¬ 
ue to believe it. Even the date rape drugs 
themselves are practically impossible to get 
hold of.” 

Ingrained 

He said fears about date rape drugs such 
as Rohypnol and GHB are so ingrained 
that students mistakenly think it is a more 
important factor in sexual assault than 
being drunk, taking other drugs them¬ 
selves or even walking alone at night. 

Kent County Council’s controversial 
internet video service Kent TV is now run¬ 
ning a taxpayer-funded soap opera about a 
student, and one of its storylines will 
include drink spiking. 

Dr Burgess’s study is published in the 
British Journal of Criminology. It found 
three quarters of students identified drink 
spiking as an important risk - more than 
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alcohol or drugs. And more than half said they 
knew someone whose drink had been spiked, 
despite no real evidence it actually happens. 

Police around the world find no evidence 
that rape victims are commonly drugged with 
such substances, the researchers said. 

‘Young women appear to be displacing their 
anxieties about the consequences of consum¬ 
ing what is in the bottle on to rumours of what 
could be put there by someone else,” Dr 
Burgess said. 

“The reason why fear of drink spiking has 
become widespread seems to be a mix of it 
being more convenient to guard against than 
the effects of alcohol itself, and the fact that 
such stories are exotic - like a more adult ver¬ 
sion of‘stranger danger’.” 

He said women go to excessive lengths to 
avoid the chance of an alcoholic drink being 
spiked by taking them to the lavatory in clubs 
and bars, and buying only bottled drinks. 

Dr Burgess said: “Our findings suggest 
guarding against drink spiking has also 
become a way for women to negotiate how to 
watch out for each other in an environment 
where they might well lose control from alco¬ 
hol consumption.” 

Co-researcher Dr Sarah Moore said: “We 
would be very interested in finding out 
whether the urban myth of spiking is also the 
result of parents feeling unable to discuss with 
adult daughters how to manage drinking and 
sex and representing their anxieties about this 
through discussion of drink spiking risks.” 

Nick Ross, chairman of the Jill Dando 
Institute of Crime Science, said: “There is no 
evidence of widespread use of hypnotics in sex¬ 
ual assault, let alone Rohypnol, despite many 
attempts to prove the contrary. 

“During thousands of blood and alcohol tests 
lots of judgement-impairing compounds were 
discovered, but they were mostly street drugs 
or prescription pharmaceuticals taken by the 
victims themselves. Above all, alcohol was the 
common theme.”

IMMIGRATION minister Phil 
Woolas says the relationship 
between border officials in Kent 
and France is one of the 
strongest in the world. 

Speaking after receiving a tour of the 
Joint Intelligence Unit (JIU) at Folkestone 
police station on Tuesday, Mr Woolas said 
the partnership was envied by other 
nations struggling to cope with the global 
increase in people-trafficking. 

He said: “The scale of the increase is 
impossible to know for sure, but what we 
are increasingly finding is that with 
the sharing of information and the border 
and visa controls we are getting 
on top of the problem. 

“The Americans are now look¬ 
ing jealously across the Atlantic 
at what we are doing.” 

The JIU was established in 
2001 to tackle people-smuggling 
into Kent, just months after 58 
Chinese migrants were found 
suffocated in the back of an air¬ 
less freight container at Dover. 

It manages intelligence related 
to a range of issues including 
national security, ports and 
immigration, and comprises of 
officers from Kent Police, the 
Serious Organised Crime Agency, 
the Department for Work and 
Pensions, and the UK Border 
Agency and its French equivalent. 

A dedicated French police offi¬ 
cer is also based at the unit to 
provide a direct line of communi¬ 
cation across the Channel. 

Joining Mr Woolas on his tour 
of the JIU was the French immi¬ 
gration minister Eric Besson,

who last month ordered the 
clearance of the Calais migrant 
camp known as ‘the Jungle’. 

Mr Besson told reporters the 
two governments had been 
working “hand-in-hand” to 


tackle illegal immigration. 

He added: “This challenge is 
neither French nor British - it’s 
our common issue. 

“The irregular migrants on the 
French coasts of the English 
Channel and the North Sea 
don’t cross over continents to 
settle in France. They have a 
unique wish - they want to 
reach the United Kingdom. 

“President Nicolas Sarkozy 
and Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown have committed to make 
our common border impervious 
to all kinds of trafficking. 

‘With the participation in the 
JIU of all the British and French 
competent services, we now 
have an enhanced ability to 
share intelligence, and design 
combined police operations 
against human traffickers.” 

Between April, 2008, and 
March of this year there were 
28,000 attempted breaches of 


the UK border by illegal 
migrants. In two of the most 
extreme cases lives were almost 
lost when foreign nationals were 
found hiding in a gluten tank 
and on another occasion sealed 
in plastic sacks. 

Following the clearance of the 
Jungle, the French authorities 
sent three illegal migrants back 
to Afghanistan while offering 
housing to hundreds more. 

When asked if he thought the 
total was a little low, Mr Woolas 
replied that even one deporta¬ 
tion would show the people-traf¬ 
fickers they mean business. 

He said: “The law must be 
implemented and if three people 
being sent back is the result of 
that, then three people it is. 

“It is of course a matter for the 
French Government, but my 
point is that even one deporta¬ 
tion shows the people-traffickers 
that we are serious.” 


Firework watch 

KENT Police are urging children and 
teenagers to stay safe and act responsibly dur¬ 
ing this year’s fireworks festivities. 

Extra patrols will be out and about in the 
county to clampdown on antisocial behaviour 
associated with fireworks. 

Insp Phil Hibben said: “Please remember 
that fireworks can be dangerous. People can 
look at our website for good advice and should 
always follow the Fireworks Code. 

‘We will also be increasing the number 
of officers on patrol during this period to 
ensure that the small minority within our 
communities who decide to act antisocially are 
held to account for their actions.” 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service’s head of com¬ 
munity safety Stuart Skilton said: “People 
should bear in mind that a simple sparkler can 
bum up to a temperature of 2,000 degrees 
centigrade, so they should never be given to 
children under the age of five.” 

Support network 

PATIENTS with long-term illnesses such as 
heart disease are being supported by a new 
telephone-based health advice service. 

NHS West Kent launched the Care Call 
service, which is staffed by registered nurses 
called health coaches, to help people manage 
their care more independently. 

Health coaches have been calling people 
aged 16 and over who are registered with a GP 
practice in west Kent to see if they want to join 
the service since its launch in April. 

Steve Phoenix, the PCT’s chief executive, 
said: “It is a proactive way of helping manage 
their conditions.” 

Although the Care Call service is being 
offered to everyone, it is particularly aimed at 
people with asthma, heart problems, diabetes 
and chest problems. Health coaches will send 
patients reading material about their condi¬ 
tions and information about medication.

COUNTY Hall’s education chief 
has spoken out in defence of the 
Kent Test, which was recently 
described as an “abuse” of pupils, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Rosalind Turner has been managing direc¬ 
tor of Kent County Council’s children, families 
and education department since May, having 
previously held similar positions in Suffolk 
and Brighton. 

She told KOS Media the 11-plus exam helps 
parents decide how their children should best 
be educated, rather than being part of a 
“system of rejection” - as it was recently 
described by Canterbury High School head¬ 
teacher Phil Kamavas. 

Ms Turner said: “Life always has tests - 
some people pass them and some people don’t. 


Some people are good at sports or art, and 
some aren’t. We can’t all be good at everything. 

“But when it comes to the Kent Test it’s 
important we don’t talk about children having 
failed because that’s not what it’s about. It’s 
about helping them choose the most appropri¬ 
ate form of education. 

We’re very keen to liven the debate about 
education and make people realise there is 
genuine choice in Kent. 

“I know of parents whose children passed 
the test but decided against a grammar school 
because they felt they would receive a more 
well-rounded education elsewhere.” 

Baby Peter 

Ms Turner’s career in education began in 
1983 as a teacher and sixth-form tutor in East 
Sussex, after which she became a play devel¬ 
opment officer. 

In her eight years working for Brighton 
and Hove City Council Ms Turner worked 
her way up to be the assistant director of 
children, schools and families before leav¬ 
ing to become director of children and 
young people at Suffolk County Council. 

There she led a team of 2,500 staff and 
had overall responsibility for 10,000 work¬ 
ers in the county’s 356 schools. 

Her role at KCC also requires her to run 
the children’s social services department, 
and Ms Turner’s arrival in Kent came at a 


time when the public was still in shock over 
the Baby Peter scandal. 

Every council in the country has been forced 
to evaluate its practices as a result of the 
tragedy, and Ms Turner said KCC was no dif¬ 
ferent: “It’s been a really hard year for the 
industry. There was a real sense of grief that 
something like that could happen to a child 
and it’s had an impact on us all.” 

Ms Turner said one of her long-term priorities 
was to strengthen the links between each stage 
of a child’s education, from the early years cen¬ 
tres up to secondary school level and beyond. 

She explained that some youngsters suffered 
due to the scenery changing “too radically” and 
not being taught in a way that is best suited to 
their individual needs. 

Ms Turner said: “I think we have some 
schools that are doing fantastically well and 
others that are struggling, and we need to sup¬ 
port the struggling ones. 

“What all schools are having difficulty with 
though is getting good teachers. 

We have some wonderful teachers like Dan 
Walton, who was named secondary school 
teacher of the year last weekend, but there is 
still a shortage. 

“People can get negative about the education 
system at this time of year, but I just want peo¬ 
ple to have confidence in it in Kent because 
there are a lot of good things going on here and, 
above eveiything else, the children are happy.”

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DATA protection rules have come under scrutiny after res¬ 
idents’ driving licences and utility bills were allegedly post¬ 
ed on a town hall website, writes Steve Knight. 

The Information Commissioner’s Office (ICO) is now investigating com¬ 
plaints made about Ashford Borough Council’s online planning archive, which 
contains scans of documents dating back to 1984. Usually such files are limit¬ 
ed to letters, application forms and drawings, but more sensitive information 
has also allegedly found its way into the system. 

Ashford resident Miriam Lewis said she complained to the ICO after her sig¬ 
nature was included with a scan of a letter she sent to the council. 

She said: “I needed to refer to an old application and I was shocked by what 
was on there. Documents that had previously been treated as confidential had 
been put online for all to see. After that I started looking at random ones and 
was amazed to find things like utility bills, driving licences and even letters 
from doctors. 

“It’s not just Ashford either. I’ve looked at council sites around the country 
and there are bank details and payslips on some of them. Everyone is telling 
us to look after documents and beware of identity fraud, but what’s the use 
when they’re being posted on local gov¬ 
ernment websites? It’s completely unac¬ 
ceptable.” 

October saw National Identity Fraud 
Prevention Week, a multi-agency initia¬ 
tive led by organisations including the 
National Fraud Authority, the Identity 
and Passport Service and the 
Association of Chief Police Officers. 

Included on a related website are tips 
for individuals to avoid ID theft, includ¬ 
ing shredding unwanted documents 
and keeping any that contain personal 
details in a safe place. 

Mrs Lewis is less than satisfied with 
the result of her complaint so far, which 
was registered in August. 

Backlog 

She said: “Ashford council’s head of 
data protection took a dim view of the 
situation and told me he had instructed 
the planning department to remove all 
‘decided’ applications until it was sort¬ 
ed, but that still hasn’t happened. 

“I haven’t got anywhere with the ICO 
either because they have a three-month 
backlog. I really think this should be 
exposed, because people need to know.” 

The ICO confirmed it was looking into 
a complaint by Mrs Lewis. An Ashford 
council spokesman said it would not be 
appropriate to comment until after the 
matter had been investigated. 

A spokesman for the ICO said: ‘We 
take breaches of privacy very seriously. 

Any organisation which processes per¬ 
sonal information must ensure ade¬ 
quate safeguards to keep that informa¬ 
tion secure. This is an important princi¬ 
ple of the Data Protection Act. 

“We will be contacting Ashford council 
to establish the full facts of the case 
before deciding what steps, if any, we 
will take.”

Police say it’s time 
to talk about crime 

Restorative justice tackles antisocial behaviour

A GROUP of youngsters in Kent 
had been amusing themselves by 
persistently launching a volley of 
stones into the back gardens of 
people with greenhouses. 

Police knew that at least five offences had 
been committed and suspected it was the 
same group of nine and 10-year-olds who had 
been causing the damage. 

The youngsters, their parents and four of the 
victims who were willing, sat down together 
and discussed the effects of the anti-social 
behaviour, eventually agreeing that as recom¬ 
pense each young perpetrator would donate 
£10 to Great Ormond Street Hospital. 

Restorative justice practices, like the one 
described, are being trialled in Maidstone and 


Shepway as a way for police to deal with anti¬ 
social behaviour and low-level crime. 

Sgt Jim Watson, Kent’s Police’s restorative 
lead, said: “One of the targets is to reduce the 
number of first-time entrants into the crimi¬ 


nal justice system. We recognise that quite a 
large element make mistakes growing up or 
beyond that, and they should have a chance to 
learn from that, rather than be criminalised.” 

In the example above, the victims, who were 
all elderly, did not want the children to pay 
for the damage, they just wanted them to 
stay out of trouble, he said. 

“What happened was quite heart warm¬ 
ing,” he said. “The victims felt they had 
their chance to be heard and the youngsters 
to understand how it had made them feel.” 

The force, working with Kent County 
Council, local authorities and mediation serv¬ 
ices, is rolling out restorative justice, and the 
next area to benefit will be Tunbridge Wells. 

Enforcement 

In an interview with KOS Media about 
how the force is tackling anti-social behav¬ 
iour, Chief Constable Michael Fuller said: 
“It [restorative justice] is being used by the 
PCSOs and police officers in neighbour¬ 
hoods, but it is not recognised officially by 
the Home Office as a way of dealing with it. 

“It is more victim-focused and sometimes 
they [victims of antisocial behaviour] are 
just looking to be compensated and not 
have to go to court and give evidence.” 

Sgt Watson gave examples of problems, 
ranging from a few drivers who would park 
dangerously outside a school, to more than 


40 community members who met to discuss 
the problem of young people playing rowdy 
football matches in a small close. 

“While we have enforcement laws, they are 
not always the best way,” he said. “It works 
more efficiently for individuals who have prob¬ 
lems to go through the process about how it 
affects people and what it is these people want 
in order to make it better.” 

He said restorative justice was also used 
alongside the criminal justice system. When it 
was used in Kent to deal with retail offences 
such as shoplifting and theft by employees, re¬ 
offending was reduced by around 18 per cent. 

In these incidences, offenders were given a 
caution or reprimand as well as taken to meet 
the shop owner or manager. 

Supt Jon Sutton, head of the force’s neigh¬ 
bourhood policing teams, added: “Restorative 
justice is proven to reduce re-offending and is a 
method of dealing with antisocial behaviour 
and low-level crime to the victims’ wishes as 
much as anything else. Sometimes people do 
not want offenders to be arrested or it is not 
appropriate to arrest them, but it is more appro¬ 
priate to work together to address the problems. 

“Often it is a communication issue that can 
be resolved... it can be a more appropriate and 
proportionate way of dealing with low-level 
crime and antisocial behaviour that has a dis¬ 
proportionate impact on the victim. It is about 
coming together to find a solution jointly.”

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A FARMER has spoken of his 
shock and distress at finding 
two feral dogs savaging his 
small flock of prized sheep, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

They were eight rare Badger Face and 
two Zwartbles sheep - half are now dead, 
and a question mark hangs over the rest. 

Farmer John Shrubsall said: “There 
were two dogs in the field going berserk. 
It was horrible to see. I am convinced 
these were completely wild dogs. 

“I went along to check on the flock 
early in the morning and you can’t 
believe how I felt when I saw what these 
dogs were doing. 

“They were snarling and looked like 
they would attack anything alive, my 
sheep, a child or even an adult. 

“I called the police and they sent in a 
marksman who shot them both dead. 
Incredibly, the dogs remained in the field 
all that time. 

“I believe they were once guard dogs 
and managed to escape. I just hope other 
people will learn by this and ensure 
their dogs are not able to escape. 

“It’s horrific what damage they can 
cause - they turn wild and look for food 
anywhere they can, and in this case it 
was my field. 

“It has left my 17-year-old daughter 
Gail very distressed. She has some sheep 
of her own and hopes for a career in this 
area, so she was particularly upset when 
I told what happened here.” 

Devastating 

Mr Shrubsall is now faced with the 
worry of having to put down the rest of 
the flock as sheep become distressed eas¬ 
ily and the effects can be lasting. 

The attack dogs were identified as a 
Rottweiller and Dogue De Bordeaux. 
They were shot last Sunday morning on 
the farm in Eastling, near Faversham. 

The attack left one sheep dead and 
several others so injured four of them 
had to be destroyed by vets who could do 
no more for them. 

Each sheep costs around £700. 

Mr Shrubsall, who is a judge and inspec¬ 
tor for the Badger Face Welsh Mountain 
Sheep Society, said: “They are worth a lot 
of money to me, it’s devastating. Showing 
these sheep was something I did as a 
family, with my wife and daughter. 

“I am devastated at what has hap¬ 
pened. We have spent years perfecting 
these blood lines and that has been 
destroyed in the space of 10 minutes. 

“I doubt I will be able to breed 
from these sheep now because of what’s 
happened. 

“I want to get the message across to 
dog owners that they have a duty of care 
to keep their animals under control.” 

Insp Steve Griffiths from Kent Police 
said: “The law allows a farmer to act to 
protect his livestock. We are still investi¬ 
gating this incident and have yet to 
speak to the owner of the dogs.”

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Hero to take his place at Cenotaph 


A ROYAL Marine from Kent has 
been chosen to attend the Cenotaph 
in London for the annual 
Remembrance Sunday ceremony. 

Afghanistan war hero Captain 
Christopher McArdle, 24, from 
Cranbrook, was picked as second in 
command to Major Atkinson RM, 
along with a detachment of Royal 
Marines from 45 Commando, to rep¬ 
resent the Brigade in Whitehall. 

His unit, 45 Commando, based at 
HMS Condor, Arbroath, was 
deployed to the Sangin Valley in 
Helmand province, Afghanistan, in 
November, 2008, for a six-month tour 
of duty and returned to the UK at the 
end of April. 

Capt McArdle was involved in sev¬ 
eral actions, including one which 
resulted in the destruction of four 
drug factories. 

Helmand province is the main area 
of poppy growing and drug produc¬ 
tion in Afghanistan, and is a particu¬ 
larly hostile, militant and dangerous 
region for the Western troops, with 
constant Taliban attacks, and con¬ 
cealed improvised explosive devices, 
or roadside bombs known as IEDs. 
The officer was involved in regular

the Taliban, and No. 4 Troop was the 
leading unit in the three-day 
Operation Ghartse-Palang which 
resulted in the capture of a Taliban 
Command post, a large cache of 
weapons and explosives, and the 
death of numerous Taliban fighters. 

And during the six-day Operation 
Diesel, his men destroyed an enemy 
command and control and capt¬ 
ured four narcotics factories and 
drugs with a street value of £50m. 


Dozens of insurgents were killed. 

Finally, two weeks before the end of 
his tour of duty, while he was on 
patrol, the leading Viking Armoured 
vehicle which the then Lt McArdle 
was in detonated an IED which seri¬ 
ously damaged two vehicles. 

The armour-plating protected the 
Marines inside. The only minor 
injury was to the driver’s leg. 

The Cenotaph ceremony will take 
place on Sunday, November 8. 


Donors dig deep 
despite recession 


THE recession may be affecting us 
all, but the generosity of the coun¬ 
ty’s wealthiest residents appears 
unlikely to wane. 

In the last financial year money donated by 
philanthropists and local businesses enabled 
the Kent Community Foundation to distrib¬ 
ute more than £2.5 million to various worthy 
causes - a figure that is up on recent years 
despite the current state of the economy. 

Generosity 

The foundation - which also manages 
funds for organisations such as Sport Relief 
and the Allan Willett Foundation - has made 
more than 3,500 grants worth more than £10 
million since its formation eight years ago. 

Chief executive Eric Watts told KOS Media 
he expected the recession to have had more of 
a negative impact on people’s generosity. 

He said: “It’s a most pleasant surprise but 
in recent years the concept of philanthropy 
has increased. 

“There’s been a rise in national awareness

as well as in Kent, and people now seem more 
prepared to allow their money to be distrib¬ 
uted by other bodies. We help everybody from 
young carers through to community groups, 
people who are unwell and others who are in 
desperate need.” 

The Kent Community Foundation designs, 
manages and invests charitable funds on 
behalf of donors looking for a permanent and 
flexible way of giving to worthy causes. 

All individuals have to do is decide who 
should benefit from the cash they are hand¬ 
ing over, from a list of suggested recipients. 

The donated money is not distributed 
straight away, and is instead left for months, 
and often years, to allow the interest to rise. 
The total value of funds managed by the 
foundation each year usually tops £6m. 

Mr Watts said: “There are some people 
who donate a lot of money every year, like 
one person who does not want his or her 


name in the market who donates £750,000. 

“We obviously hope that will continue for 
years to come. 

“But we will take any type of fund. Recently 
we took one for £25,000, which isn’t major 
money but it all helps in putting something 
back into the community.” 

A new initiative which the foundation is 
keen to promote in Kent is the Government’s 
Grassroots Scheme, which allows higher rate 
taxpayers to increase the value of a net dona¬ 
tion by up to 245 per cent. 

Match-funding 

They can do this by claiming gift aid on 
their donations and by taking advantage of 
up to £1.6m in match-funding from the 
Government. 

Mr Watts said the three-year scheme, 
which runs until March, 2011, should result 
in an increase in permanent endowed funds 
of £4.83m. 

He added: “People won’t see results for a 
couple of years. In the short term it’s the joy 
of giving, but in the long term it’s the joy of 
receiving for the people who will benefit.”

OLYMPIC preparations are well 
under way in Kent as the sporting 
world starts the 1,000-day count¬ 
down to London 2012. 

Council leaders are determined to take 
advantage of the county’s close proximity to 
the capital, and in late September the judo 
teams of Ukraine and Belarus became the 
first to agree to train in Kent in the build-up 
to and during the Games. 

Youngsters at Tonbridge School and 
Tonbridge Judo Club will benefit from their 
presence in the months to come, while talks 
continue to attract more world-class athletes 
to the region. 

Cllr Mike Hill - cabinet member for com¬ 
munities at Kent County Council - said he 
hoped to make more announcements in the 
near future. 

He said: “To have Belarus and Ukraine 
on board already is a great success because 
they are serious judo nations and our young 
people will be able to learn from some very 
good athletes. 

“It’s good news for Kent that we can attract 
teams like that here. There are several others 
in the pipeline but I wouldn’t like to say any 
more just yet because it’s really quite delicate. 
We’re hoping more will follow soon - so watch 
this space.” 

Part of the dividend of hosting teams in the 
run-up to the Olympics will be the chance for

the local community to watch training ses¬ 
sions, and even train alongside the world’s 
best athletes. 

It is hoped the countries that come to Kent 
will build lasting links as a result of the 
agreement, and help to inspire the gold medal 
winners of the future. 

Last year the county was well represented 
at the Beijing Olympics, with cyclist Jamie 
Staff striking gold in the team sprint event 
and fellow Ashford resident Lisa Dobriskey 
narrowly missing out on a medal by finishing 
fourth in the 1500m final. 

Professor Louis Passfield, head of the 


Centre for Sports Studies at the University of 
Kent’s Medway campus, said he hoped links 
with foreign teams would lead to even more 
success in the future: “I think in terms of 
inspiring youngsters and promoting and rais¬ 
ing awareness of sporting opportunities that 
it’s very important to have Olympic teams 
training in Kent. 

“Not so much from an economic side 
because they’re only here for a couple of 
weeks with some high-profile stars and then 
they’re gone. What we hope will happen is 
that we’ll build a strong relationship with 
teams so we can arrange special exchange 


programmes that could really benefit stu¬ 
dents and young athletes. Perhaps that’s 
where the future is.” 

When it was announced four years ago that 
London had won the right to host the 2012 
Olympics, plans were almost immediately 
drawn up to build a 50-metre swimming pool 
in Canterbury. 

However, those plans were shelved last year 
due to a lack of funding. 

Cllr Hill, who is also a member of the Kent 
Campaign for the 2012 Games, said the coun¬ 
ty could still create a lasting legacy from the 
Olympics, even if it were not a physical one. 

He explained: “We had hoped to benefit 
from some sort of major sports facility but the 
Government’s initial promise for funding did 
not materialise. 

“But now we hope our legacy will be the 
Kent School Games, which I’m delighted to 
see is being taken up nationally by the 
Conservatives. 

“One of our main aims is to use the 
Olympics to encourage young peo¬ 
ple to take up competitive 
sports, which is some¬ 
thing I feel we have / f

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Helping men

A DOMESTIC abuse programme 
that allows violent partners to 
voluntarily refer themselves for 
help has won national praise. 

The Kent Probation initiative aims to 
reduce the number of women who suffer at 
the hands of their husbands or boyfriends 
every year, while also bridging the gap 
between services for convicted and non-con- 
victed offenders. 

Justice minister Maria Eagle visited 
Maidstone this month to find out more about 
the 27-week programme, which has received 
highly commended plaudits at the National 
Justice Awards. 

Among the people Miss Eagle met was 
Tonbridge resident Simon Jarvis (not his 
real name), who referred himself onto the 
scheme after he had lost his temper and hit 
his partner. 

He said: “I was abusive to my partner both 
physically and verbally. I was always putting 
her down, telling her to leave and generally 
demeaning her. Though it is no excuse, my 
behaviour worsened when I drank alcohol. 

“My partner was absolutely devastated 
and completely fell apart when I hit her the 
first time. She knew I had a bit of a temper 
but it had never come out in that way before. 

“After I hit her I realised I didn’t like the 
person I had become so I went to Relate (the 
counselling service) to see if I could rebuild 
my relationship. 

“They told me about the Community 


Domestic Abuse Programme (CDAP).” 

According to Kent Probation, a quarter of 
all women in the UK have experienced 
domestic violence, and on average a woman 
will be assaulted 35 times by her partner 
before going to the police. 

The CDAP is the first of its type in the 
country, offering an Alcoholics Anonymous- 
type service to offenders through role plays, 
workshops and study sessions. 

Miss Eagle told KOS Media she was 
impressed by what she had seen of the pro¬ 
gramme, adding that it was a good example 
for other probation services to learn from. 

She said: “Domestic abuse is not exclusive 
to any particular type of family or economic 
circumstance. It can happen in all walks of 
life, and so there needs to be understanding 
of where people can go for help. 

Blinkers 


“I think the fact men can refer 
themselves is very interesting, and it 
gives them the chance to change 
their behaviour before it gets too out 
of control. As for the people who are 
made to attend as part of their com¬ 
munity order, it gives them 27 weeks to 
confront what they have done. 

“Probation services like Kent’s are 
delivering more than ever. There are 
now more than 5,000 offenders starting 
programmes in England and Wales, and 
that’s got to be good.” 

When Mr Jarvis spoke to KOS Media he 
had just one session to go before completing 
the programme, and he was in no doubt as to 
the effect it has had on him. 

He said: “Before the programme I had abu¬ 
sive blinkers on. I thought I was top dog but 




in fact it made me see I was a weak 
person, and that hitting out does not 
make you the bigger person. 

“My relationship with my 
partner is now a lot stronger. 
Last night we went out for a 
meal and I told her how I felt 
about my progress. 

“She said she felt safer and 
able to open up without the 
fear of how I will react. She 
doesn’t feel the need to cower 
down - if she feels something, 
she can say it. 

“The programme, it is extreme¬ 
ly beneficial for all involved. If 
you can change your behaviour 
and stop being abusive, that is a 
positive step for the men, their 
partners and for the families.” 

The CDAP is currently run in 
Folkestone, Tonbridge and Medway, 
with the Tonbridge programme 
including referrals from Maidstone.

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Evolution of a phobia

CHARLES Darwin is among nine 
famous hypochondriacs whose 
lives and illnesses are explored in 
a book nominated for a medical 
literature award. 

When the great naturalist moved to Kent 
and bought Down House near Orpington in 
1842, he hid himself away and it was here 
that he wrote his seminal work On the 
Origin of Species. 

Brain Dillon, whose book Tormented Hope: 
Nine Hypochondriac Lives has been short¬ 
listed for the Wellcome Trust Book Prize, 
said that in a way Darwin’s hypochondria - 
an abnormal anxiety about one’s health - 
was instrumental to his achievements. 

As a young man before his voyage on HMS 
Beagle, Darwin suffered terrible pains in his 
hands that no-one could explain, and he also 
worried about his nose. 

“The captain of the Beagle did not like the 
look of his nose and almost did not allow him 
on the ship,” said Dr Dillon, a research fellow 
at the school of English at the University of 
Kent. “He was a very sickly young man and 
quite early on seems to have these worries. 

“The most interesting period was when he 
moved to Down House, and retreated into a 
very strange routine where his whole life 
revolved around illness. 

“He organised his time and family around 
his illness. This enabled him to get on with 
his work. Once he moved to Kent he very 


rarely travelled to London to the Royal 
Society and places, in a way he only achieved 
what he did because he was sick.” 

Dr Dillon said he chose his subject matter 
because of his own personal history with 
hypochondria. 

His first book, In The Dark Room, was a 
memoir about the illness that manifested 
itself after the death of his parents at a rela¬ 
tively young age. He said that throughout his 
teens and as a young adult he had a tenden¬ 
cy to worry he would be the next to die. 

Now, having just turned 40, Dr Dillon said 


he feels he is over his own hypochondria, 
although he said it did crop up while he was 
writing, but he was interested in the medical 
history of hypochondria, a term which dates 
back to ancient Greece. 

“There are several really interesting 
famous cases,” he said. “So I focused on a 
series of nine famous hypochondriacs. 

“It was a way of thinking about the history 
of how we thought about our bodies and how 
this leads us into anxiety and fear. 

“It is about the relationship between cre¬ 
ativity, illness and fear.” 


Florence Nightingale is another famous 
hypochondriac featured, and on her return 
from the Crimean War suffered a nerv¬ 
ous breakdown and symp¬ 
toms including 
dreadful headaches 
and nausea. 

“It is possible to be 
a hypochondriac and 
be really sick,” Dr 
Dillon said. “The 
response to illness is 
just as interesting.” 

Like Darwin, she 
organised her work 
around her sickness. 

The hypochondria of 
Andy Warhol, his fear of 
Aids in the early 80s and 
obsessive terror towards 
hospitals; and diarist Alice 
James, who eventually 
developed breast cancer and 
made the tragicomic asser¬ 
tion “to those who wait, all 
things come” is also explored in the book. 

‘While it is a terrible thing to suffer from, 
it tells us something about what it is to be 
human,” Dr Dillon added. 

“Almost a sort of philosophical message - it 
makes us, puts us in touch with our bodies, it 
might be in an unwelcome way but it is 
important.” 

The Wellcome Trust Book Prize was creat¬ 
ed to celebrate the best of medicine in litera¬ 
ture and awards £25,000 a year for the finest 
fiction or non-fiction book centred around 
medicine. The winner will be announced on 
Wednesday, November 4.

A POLICE officer who killed a 
woman while on a lOOmph 
“joyride” in his patrol car has been 
jailed for six-and-a-half years. 

Malcolm Searles, 24, had left his police sta¬ 
tion while on duty to deliver an 18th birthday 
card to his sister in Swanley when he hit 
Sandra Simpson, 61, in August last year. 

With blue lights flashing and sirens sound¬ 
ing on his marked police car, he repeatedly 
broke the speed limit as he drove through 
residential streets. 

A court heard the on-board computer of his 
patrol car recorded him travelling at 104mph 
in a 40mph zone in a “prolonged course of dan¬ 
gerous driving lasting over an hour”. 

During this time Searles, of North View, 
Swanley, sped through “densely populated” 
housing estates where children were playing 
football on the pavements and parked cars 


lined both sides of the streets, 
reducing the traffic to single file. 

The computer in his vehicle 
showed he was doing 56mph in a 
30mph zone just seconds before 
he hit Mrs Simpson, who died 
from head and chest injuries. 

She had been walking with her 
husband Peter in Homesdale Road, 
Bromley, on August 23 last year. 

“Had he been driving at the 
legal limit he would have been 
able to stop,” Michael Mulkerris, 
prosecuting, told the court. 

The Met Police officer, who was 
based at Bromley police station, 
was charged after the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) investigated the fatal crash. 

He was sacked from the Met in 
April following disciplinary action. 

IPCC investigators found 
Searles had gone on the personal 
errand, while on duty, to his sis-

ter's house in Swanley. He tried to 
lie his way out of trouble, claiming 
he had been following a speeding 
car he believed was stolen. 

In a statement read to the court, 
Mrs Simpson’s husband of 43 
years, Peter, said his office recep¬ 
tionist wife “had been my whole 
world” and since her death he had 
contemplated suicide. 

He said: “If I had known Mr 
Searles was rushing to save some¬ 
one that night that would have 
been some consolation. But it was 
an accident waiting to happen 
from the moment he drove off.” 

Mrs Simpson also left a daugh¬ 
ter Natasha, 32, and sons Darren, 
28, Elliot, 22. 

In sentencing at Southwark 
Crown Court on Monday, Judge 
Geoffrey Rivlin QC said Searles’ 
driving had been “described as no 


more than a dangerous and 
indeed, if I may say so, a hair-rais¬ 
ing joyride.” 

Searles had pleaded guilty at an 
earlier court hearing to causing 
death by dangerous driving, dan¬ 
gerous driving and two counts of 
speeding. 

Outside court, Mrs Simpson’s 
son-in-law, Luke Brooks, said the 
family’s “world fell apart” when 
they were told of the accident. 

“As a family we are angry that 
Sandy was robbed of her golden 
years. She was in the prime of her 
life, a fit, healthy and young 61. 
Whatever the sentence passed, 
we do not feel it would be ade¬ 
quate in comparison to our loss. 

“We hope that Searles’ convic¬ 
tion and sentencing will cause 
other police officers to question 
their behaviour while driving.”

In praise of humble pig, 
who gives us such variety 

From bacon to belly, pork is one of the most 
versatile meats, and Kent farmers are focusing 
on rare breeds, with tasty, healthier results 


ONE particular four-legged friend, of the pink variety, 
has been served up an unfair helping of disparaging 
humour over the years. 

If you haven't ever been called a 'swine' or a 'porker', then 
there's plenty more slurry slander out there. 

Yet there's been something of a quiet pork revolution sizzling 
across the Garden of England, as Kent establishes its reputation 
as one of the free-range, pig-rearing capitals of Great Britain, 
with expertise in special breeds and rare breeds. 

Produced in Kent's Julie Monkman is just one of many food and 
drink champions in the county who believes pork has suffered an 
unfair identity crisis, so the local produce champions are produc¬ 
ing an information and recipe leaflet in November to celebrate 
Kent's amazing pork heritage. 

She said: "How incredible that one animal can provide us with 
everything from a delicious Sunday roast with crackling, through 
gammon and ham, to the ever popular pork sausages and bacon. 

"This protein-packed meat is lower in fat than ever before and 
also happens to be packed with B vitamins, minerals and is low 
in salt." 

One of the biggest 'flying pig' misnomers is that all pork is 
fatty. Undoubtedly, some breeds are fattier than others, as are 
some cuts of the pig - such as pork belly - but overall the fat con¬ 
tent of pigs has plummeted over the past three decades, thanks

to modern farming techniques. Thirty years ago, pigs provided 
only about 47 per cent lean meat, but now the average pig pro¬ 
vides just over 60 per cent lean meat. 

Whilst Britain has a high proportion of the leading pig breed¬ 
ers in the world, Kent is proving one of the leading regions for 
free-range pigs and rare breeds. But why does free range mat¬ 
ter? Bev Brown, who runs Roundwood Orchard Pig Company in 
Meopham with her husband Chris, says free range is essential in 
her book. 

"All our Roundwood pigs live free range on a fruit farm and 
animal welfare is hugely important. What many people don't 
realise is that pigs are very intelligent and mischievous, and love 
nothing more than to roam free in amongst the fruit orchard. We 
don't castrate our pigs, we don't clip their teeth and nails, and we 
never inject them with anything." 

She says pigs are very like dogs and wear their hearts on their 
sleeves: "Pigs wag their tails when they are happy, and drop 
them when sad. If they are frightened or distressed they make a 
barking noise," she said. 

"The rare breeds have wonderful flavours, but the pure large 
white pigs give the leanest, lowest fat meat, so Roundwood com¬ 
bines the best of both worlds, breeding speciality breeds that 
bring together large white boars with Saddlebacks and Oxford, 
Sandy & Black rare breeds - both of which make fantastic moth¬ 
ers. Everything is dry-cured, which gives a better flavour and 
means that the meat isn't full of water. The Roundwood range is 
available from numerous farmer's markets and Broomfield Farm 
Shop, Meopham." 

Snoad Farm, run by Julie Murray, in Otterden, near Faversham, 
produces free-range pork and sausages, which are available from 
Faversham Farmers' Market every Saturday. Snoad only breeds 
Oxford, Sandy & Blacks, and Julie is also deeply committed to the 
free range heritage in Kent. 

"Happy pigs are tasty pigs and we give our pigs a quality life, 
with most of their lives spent outside," she said. "The pigs are 
slaughtered at the ultimate weight with a decent fat coverage, 
which you need to give the pork good flavour, but reflecting the 
needs and tastes of today's fat-conscious consumers." 

Marsh Produce, based at Romney Marsh, is committed to six 
rare breeds and a free range ethos. Run by Clive and Deborah 
Ovenden, there are plans to open a number of farm shops in 
February 2010, in Brooklands and Brayburn. 

"Rare breeds really are unique," says Clive. "The pigs are slow¬ 
er growing and fed with natural feeds of home-grown wheat."

Victims of sex crimes often find it impossi¬ 
ble to come to terms with what they have 
been put through, so it is right the police and 
probation service should do all they can to 
reduce the chances of re-offending. 

The sex offenders’ register is a useful tool, 
but the increase in the number of people 
signed onto it demonstrates the importance of 
freeing up enough police time to cope.

Education’s only natural 

CLAIR HOBSON sav s it’s 
high time we took our 

children back to nature 



We are sure lots of people read 
the article with great interest 
and continued, like many, to put 
the blame onto the children 
themselves. We would like to sug¬ 
gest another perspective. 

Take a look at the majority of 
the ‘problem’ children. Are they 
really problem children or are 
they just totally misunderstood 
and expected to learn in an envi¬ 
ronment where they as individu¬ 
als, just cannot learn and there¬ 
fore become disruptive? Maybe 
they are from an environment in 
which disruptive and destructive 
behaviour is all they know? 

The generations today are the 
first in the history of mankind, 
where interaction with nature 
has not been an integral part of 
their childhood and indeed fami¬ 
ly lives. We need to consider what 
we as adults have indeed done to 
our children over the recent 
years and yes, we need to sit up 
and take some responsibility and 
do something about it. 

When were these problem chil¬ 
dren last taken out to the park to 
play; or encouraged to visit a 
nature reserve; or taken camping 
to enjoy all the wonders of sitting 
around a camp fire? 


When were they last given an 
opportunity to have some peace¬ 
ful time in a natural environ¬ 
ment, away from the distractions 
of the modem, pressurised world? 

To answer these questions, 
probably very few occasions were 
created for them to enjoy the nat¬ 
ural world. The occasional school 
field trip is probably all they 
have - although they may well be 
excluded due to their unruly 
classroom behaviour - which is a 
shame as those are the children 
who need it most. Primary school 
children probably have more 
opportunities, but in senior 
school, the emphasis is on seem¬ 
ingly ‘more important things’. 

Children growing up without 
exposure to nature as a part of 
their upbringing continue the 
cycle with their own children. 
Child obesity, ADHD, depression, 
behaviour problems and aggres¬ 
sion are all now being directly 
linked to a lack of interaction 
with the natural environment. 

As a society we need to get back 
to the drawing board and take 
responsibility and put experien¬ 
tial nature on the curriculum. 
Not just learning about nature in 


the classroom, but opportunities 
for all children and young people 
to experience the amazing natu¬ 
ral world for themselves. 

One book had a profound effect 
on my partner Scott and myself, 
Last Child in the Woods - Saving 
Our Children from Nature- 
Deficit Disorder by Richard Louv. 
This is the first book to bring 
together a body of research indi¬ 
cating that direct experiences 
within the natural world are 
essential for healthy childhood 
development and for our physical 
and emotional health. 

We felt we had to do something, 
and spent several years gaining 
qualifications before forming 
EarthCraftuk Ltd - reconnecting 
people with the natural world. 

We have introduced troubled 
teenagers to woodland activities 
on a regular basis through our 
Forest Schools programmes. On 
occasion teachers have highlight¬ 
ed who we have to watch out 
for... however, it’s quite a differ¬ 
ent story when the children are 
engaged fully in the activities. 

The positive results and out¬ 
comes, speak for themselves. 

Forest Schools programmes 


consist of regular sessions in our 
300 acre ancient woodland envi¬ 
ronment (courtesy of the Dawes 
family of Mount Ephraim Gar¬ 
dens) with qualified instructors. 

The setting allows a flexible 
approach to learning that can 
accommodate a range of styles. 

Everyone learns best when 
they have a good variety of deep 
level learning opportunities to 
allow them to explore their abili¬ 
ties and use their full range of 
senses. Research has shown that 
attending Forest Schools pro¬ 
grammes has a positive effect on 
children’s confidence, self-esteem 
and independence, as well as 
increasing their emotional intel¬ 
ligence, physical and social skills. 

So, as adults, let’s get back to 
the drawing board and take some 
responsibility. 

Scott and I are convinced, if 
there was more emphasis on 
nature than league tables, we 
would see a turn around in many 
children. We know what we are 
doing about it - what are you?

S ETTING off on a cruise can 
often mean flying hun¬ 
dreds, if not thousands of 
miles, to pick up the ship. 

But it’s more than possible to use a variety of 
British ports, some right here in Kent. 

Last year, some 40 per cent of cruise book¬ 
ings made by Brits used a UK port, and with 
more ships arriving next year, it appears the 
no-fly cruise market is growing in popularity 
Some, like William Gibbons, the director of 
the Passenger Shipping Association, believe 
taking to the seas will soon proportionally out¬ 
strip air travel. He said cruise companies are 
learning how to find their market in the UK by 
using more and more local docking facilities. 

For example, P&O Cruises has almost 130 
cruises leaving Southampton next year. 
Managing director Carol Marlow said: “Being 
able to avoid the hassle of airports, bring as 
much luggage as you like without worrying 
about hand luggage, liquids or excess baggage 
charges, and simply board the ship within 30 


minutes - these are luxuries our passengers 
soon realise they can’t do without.” 

British ports like Dover, Southampton and 
Portsmouth are easy to get to by road, and 
P&O has a fleet of coaches using numerous 
pick-up points. Others, like Titan HiTours, do 
door-to-door pick-ups. 

Cunard Lines said many people like to 
design their breaks so that they spend the 
maximum amount of time at sea, especially 
when they are on board its iconic Queen Mary 
2 ship, for the “sense of escapism”. 

Ballrooms 

Of all the seasons, autumn is one of the best 
to sample a cruise, with fewer passengers and 
lower prices. 

The Queen Mary 2 leaves Southampton for 
a six-day trip to New York. Luxury is the key 
word here - the ship has a variety of suites 
and ballrooms, with crossings costing from 
about £900. 

The stargazing sessions run by the Royal 
Astronomical Society are also popular. 

Leaving from Dover for 29 days is the luxu¬ 


rious Seabourn Sojourn, calling at ports 
including Rouen, St Malo, Cartagena, and 
Lipari Island, and finally Rome. The cost 
starts at about £10,000 per person. 

Also departing from Dover is Fred. Olsen, 
which runs Arts Club cruises exploring the 
ancient worlds, and calls in at Almeria, 
Villefranche, Civitavecchia, Piraeus and 
Lisbon. 

The itinerary, with many speakers giving 
lectures, also includes full days in Alexandria, 
Limassol, Alanya, Sfax and La Goulette. 

Prices are from about £1,500 up to about 
£3,000 for a suite with balcony. 

Anyone wanting to end their cruise closer to 
home can opt for the Hebridean Princess 
which sails from Scotland to her winter home 
at Tilbury just over the river in Essex. It 
explores the best of the British coast and 
includes a reception on board HMS Warrior in 
Portsmouth, and even a trip to Leeds Castle. It 
costs from about £1,800 each. 

Leaving Southampton are P&O’s long week¬ 
ends in Europe, costing a few hundred pounds 
each, including stops over three days at 


Zeebrugge, Bruges and Ghent. The company 
uses its Oceana or the child-free Arcadia, and 
an on-board gala dinner is part of the package. 

For a longer trip, the world’s largest cruise 
ship, Independence of the Seas, from Royal 
Caribbean, can take in 11 nights around the 
Canary Islands with full days in Funchal, 
Madeira, Lisbon and Vigo in Spain. It leaves 
from Southampton and costs from £900 per 
person. 

There are 25 nights in the Caribbean for 
about £1,800 with Black Watch, leaving 
Southampton. The ship carries almost 900 
passengers, and visits La Coruna and Madeira 
before setting off for Barbados, St Lucia, St 
Maarten, Tortola and Antigua. The return 
journey is broken with a day in the Azores, 
thanks to Titan HiTours. 

Slightly shorter is the 15-nights trip in the 
same region with P&O, with a flight back from 
Barbados costing just over £1,500 per person 
in a stateroom with balcony. It also leaves from 
Southampton, on board the Ventura, and 
includes a day in Tenerife. The price includes 
the return flight

The Hunting Act at bay 

This weekend marks the start of the hunting 
season and what could possibly be the last 
opening while the Hunting Act is in force. 

The reality is the Act is a bad law that has 
failed. There have been just three successful 
prosecutions against hunts in the five years 
the Act has been in force, despite the 
thousands of hours of monitoring by the 
League Against Cruel Sports and associate 
organisations. 

Opinion polls by independent organisations 
have consistently shown that less than three 
in 10 think the Hunting Act is working. 

The ban on hunting was driven by class 
politics and prejudice, not animal welfare or 
wildlife management, which is why the law is 
unworkable. 

Repeal would be a public benefit. The 
Hunting Act has wasted thousands of hours 
of police time. Officers have been forced to 
spend hours investigating spurious allega¬ 
tions made by animal rights activists when 
they should have been tackling real crime. 

The courts have spent weeks wrestling with 
the law. One judge said that the Hunting Act 
“is far from simple to interpret or apply”. 

Millions have been spent bringing in, 
enforcing and discussing the law. I am sure 
the general, non-hunting public will agree the 
money wasted on enforcing a dreadful piece 
of legislation would be better off spent target¬ 
ing issues such as education, schooling, polic¬ 
ing and the NHS. This could be the last sea¬ 
son under the ban. David Cameron has con¬ 
sistently repeated the commitment to a free 
vote on a bill in government time to repeal 
the Hunting Act. 

This was a manifesto commitment in 2005 
and the Conservatives have confirmed it will 
be in the next manifesto. Increasing numbers 
of Labour and Lib Dem MPs accept the 
Hunting Act has failed. Whatever your views 
on hunting, it is vital that badly drafted laws 
do not remain on the statute book.

Sadly, the disease can kill in less than four 
hours and can be incredibly difficult to detect 
as the symptoms are hard to distinguish from 
flu or a hangover, plus there are occasions 
when people show no or very few symptoms. 

For all these reasons, we believe prevention 
is the only way to truly eradicate the disease 
and developing a vaccine to protect against 
all forms of meningitis and its associated dis¬ 
eases is our sole focus at Meningitis UK. 

Our Search 4 a Vaccine Campaign aims to 
raise £7 million to fund lifesaving research 
into eradicating Meningitis B, the most com¬ 
mon form of meningitis in the UK for which 
there is currently no vaccine. 

We receive no government funding and are 
reliant on the public to help us in our fight 
against the disease. 

Great advances have been made in the last 
20 years including vaccines against Hib, 
meningitis C and pneumococcal meningitis 
and our scientists believe a vaccine can be 
found within the next few years.

According to research by the 
Cleangreencars website Toyota is the first 
car maker in the UK to dip below the 
130g/km average for carbon emissions 
across its model line-up.

Jay Nagle of Cleangreencars said: “It 
means no mainstream car manufacturer 
has an excuse for failing to meet the target 
in future.” 

High profile

This little three and five-door car appears 
to have been a better UK seller than Toyota 
expected too, helped by the recession and 
buyers’ looking to cut motoring budgets;

But the Aygo now has an even smaller 
and greener rival in the Toyota range, fol¬ 
lowing the launch earlier this year of the 
quite brilliant 3+1-seat IQ city car. 

Just a hand span longer than the two- 
seat Smart ForTwo city car, the Toyota 
offers so much more space and a more con¬ 
ventional driving experience and, of course, 
adds to Toyota’s low emissions record. 

With a full petrol-electric hybrid Auris 
confirmed for UK production and sale in 
late 2010, Toyota has really put the pres¬ 
sure on rivals to shape up well ahead of the 
EU emissions target for 2013.

2) Fiat 500 at No2: yes, a great little city 
car/supermini with bags of style and cheap 
to run too. 

3) Mazda’s ever-young MX-5: pound for pound 
still the most fun you can have with the top 
down. 

4) Porsche 911: enough said, if you can afford 
one. And Porsche also nabbed the No8 slot 
with the smaller and cheaper Cayman, 
which many people think is a threat to the 
911 itself. 

5) Audi A5: it just looks a class act. 

6) Jaguar XK: the current car still has a 
grand air about it and next year’s replace¬ 
ment is a real head turner. 

Skoda also crept into the ratings at 10, with 
its excellent Octavia all-rounder. 

Yes, yes, but what was Nol? 

Answer: the Land Rover Defender. 

What Car? editor Steve Fowler - rather 
dutifully perhaps - said: “The Land Rover 
Defender has always had a devoted following 
and owners love what the car does for them.

SuzukiSwift 


FAR East car makers don’t half 
set themselves up for it with some 
of the names they use. 

I can’t wait for some Chinese crackers to 
make it to our motor market, and we’ve had 
Korean winners too - the Rodius fits well 
with the odious looks of this gargantuan 
MPV made by Ssangyong. 

But the Japanese have been in the game 
longer and Suzuki continually attracted 
jokes with the Swift; if you name something 
after a bird symbolising speed and superior¬ 
ity in the air, then you can expect a kicking 
for falling short of such excellence. 

So Suzuki was duffed over for a succession 
of mediocre cars bearing the name Swift. 

Indeed, these supermini class - and I use 
the latter word loosely - models tended to 
signal the Japanese brand’s rather cheap 
and not so cheerful approach to car making 
in recent years. 

But what has focussed minds at Suzuki 
is tougher competition from the carmakers 
of Korea.

The Swift has its own distinctive shape and 
sleek light housings, but there is also a hint 
of the BMW Mini about it, with the exagger¬ 
ated wide stance, blacked out windscreen pil¬ 
lars and shallow rear side windows. 

Suzuki has done its homework elsewhere 
too; quality has been hiked, with smart and 
durable materials inside for a car in this 
class and at prices starting from just £8,995 
for the 1.3GL three-door. 

OK, I admit it was easier to be impressed 
when our test car was the £1,555 dearer 
1.5GLX five-door, which brings air-con and 
alloys and some other generous goodies, but 
it still represents excellent value. 

The Swift interior has lots of smart alloy 
effect trimming and sensible storage and 
decent room for four passengers. The two- 
level boot with removable false floor is large 
and flexible for this class too. 

The dashboard is logical, smart and gim¬ 
mick-free but, best of all, the Swift is closer 




to its airborne namesake this time; it’s a 
sweet handling, versatile and thoroughly 
satisfying drive - a cut-price Mini if you 
like - and there’s a ‘hot’ 1.6-litre Sport model 
too offering 0-62mph in 8.9 seconds. 

Not that this overshadows the 1.5-litre 
much; this will hit 62mph in 10 seconds and 
has all the latest Swift hallmarks: tight 
steering, flat cornering and slick gearbox, 
while ride quality and motorway refinement 
is not sacrificed totally to deliver such driv¬ 
er appeal, though this engine can sound 
buzzy at times. 

Unlike past Swifts it is also available with 
a diesel (£11,250) - courtesy of Fiat - that 
brings an average of 60mpg within reach. 


A further yet invisible attraction to the 
newcomer is worth mentioning; Suzuki’s 
design and material quality may have been 
lacking in the past, but you don’t see too 
many of its cars broken down, so this much 
improved Swift retains the brand’s old style 
reliability. 

So, from being something of a misnomer, 
the Suzuki Swift is flying high and fast in its 
own airspace; it is cheaper than cars per¬ 
ceived to be on a loftier perch and can also 
now look down on those once threatening 
upstarts from Korea.

Exception that proves the rule

DEVASTATING figures showing 
the UK economy declined for a 
sixth successive quarter have 
failed to dampen cautious opti¬ 
mism in Kent. 

As we reported last week, private firms and 
public sector organisations across the county 
believe the worst is over, and they had been in 
good company nationally - 35 analysts polled 
by Reuters ahead of the figures expected a 
similar positive result. 

Heavyweight media and economic observer 
Andrew Neil was quick to hold his hands up 
on his BBC blog: “Economic forecasting is 
always an uncertain business but as mistakes 
go - this is a big ’un,” he wrote, after forecast¬ 
ing that the latest stats would show Britain 
halting its economic tumble. 

And yet, we have gathered further upbeat 
feedback this week on top of last week’s lead 
story (Nurturing those green shoots) when 
Kent chairman of the Institute of Directors 
Frazer Thompson, MD of Ashford’s Future 
Judith Armitt and relocation agency Locate in 
Kent chief executive Paul Wookey all voiced 


confidence in the local economy. And the fol¬ 
lowing pages carry positive reports from many 
local companies, as well as that of the 
Sevenoaks florist where business is blooming 
(see separate report below). 

A new report also confirms that South East 
businesses are preparing for growth, although 
they do not expect a real upturn until late next 
year or even 2011. They also thumped the 
Government’s handling of the crisis by saying 
the UK’s regulatory and taxation environment 
is still not business friendly 

The findings come from this year’s influen¬ 
tial Institute of Chartered Accountants of 
England and Wales’ (ICAEW) enterprise sur¬ 
vey, revealing 68 per cent of businesses across 
Kent and the South East are planning to grow 
turnover over the next two years, marginally 
better than the UK average of 66 per cent. 

Fay Webster, ICAEW regional director, said: 
“Despite the serious impact on companies, the 
resilience of the South East shows through, 
with the majority planning growth.” 

Unsurprisingly, 75 per cent of regional com¬ 
panies did admit the downturn has had a neg¬ 
ative effect on business, up from 65 per cent 
when surveyed in 2008, restricting forward 
planning, reducing revenue and causing staff 
cuts. 

But ICAEW reports their loss of revenue is 
significantly below the national average and 


our region is the least likely to report a 
reduced ability to finance day-to-day opera¬ 
tions (37 against 46 per cent) and less likely to 
have seen increased costs of long-term borrow¬ 
ing (28 against 35 per cent). 

South East businesses had the most positive 
outlook on the downturn too, with 60 per cent 
expecting it to impact negatively on their busi¬ 
ness in 2009, below the UK average of 69. 

But 55 per cent of South East companies say 
the UK regulatory and taxation environment 
is not helping them, citing employment tax (65 
per cent), employment legislation (60) and 
business tax changes (53) as hindrances. 

• ONE year on from his buyout and amid a reces¬ 
sion, Botanical Florist Group owner Paul Steggle 
has seen turnover climb by 40 per cent. 

He bought the two shops, at Seal, near 
Sevenoaks, and Darent Valley Hospital, Dartford, 
after selling his printing company and is the first 
to admit he’d known little about the flower busi¬ 
ness: “I saw an opportunity to be involved in the 
community as well as growing a company using 
the skills I had acquired along the way,” 
explained Paul, who even makes some of the 
flower deliveries himself. 

“I leave the selection and arranging to my very 
skilled florists, but I’m involved in all other 
aspects. It’s important to be immersed in the day- 
to-day running and have an understanding of the 
process and customer experience.” 


He wants to expand the company and has 
bought a new delivery van, reorganised to ensure 
better quality and longer-lasting blooms from 
Holland and local growers, and evens promotes 
the company via Twitter.

AS THE recession continues to 
take a toll on businesses across 
Kent, one of the county’s leading 
PR and marketing agencies says 
companies need adaptability to 
survive. 

Edwards Harvey is not only celebrating its 
30th anniversary this month but, also for the 
fourth year running, achieving internationally 
recognised quality management and customer 
service standards. 

And the Maidstone-based agency’s MD Pip 
Clarkson says keeping up with the challenges 
of a demanding and fast-moving industry has 
been key to the agency’s success. 

“It’s at times like this, when you’re confront¬ 
ed with economic uncertainty, that you face 
your toughest tests,” said Pip, who began her 
career as a cub reporter in Folkestone and 
worked across the media before joining 
Edwards Harvey as a consultant in 2001. She 
took over the company four years later. 

“The world of information sharing has 
altered dramatically over the last few years. 
Not so long ago email was the new technology. 
Now, advances in digital communications and 
social media have opened up a whole range of 
distribution channels for PR. 

“We’ve evolved to embrace the rapidly 
changing face of the media, promoting clients 
through the most up-to-date communication 
streams, from viral campaigns and the inter¬ 
net to more traditional methods of PR and 
marketing.” 

However, she believes the ‘old’ skills of mak¬ 
ing and sustaining good media contacts are 
still fundamental to PR success: “Many of our 
people are experienced former journalists so 


we have the advantage of knowing what 
makes a good story and what news editors are 
looking for.” 

The consultancy was formed in 1979 by two 
well-known Kent press men, Richard Harvey, 
who stepped down as chairman in 2005, and 
Peter Edwards.

“This effectively reduces the 
CGT rate for the qualifying sum to 10 per 
cent, rather than the standard 18 per cent 
and allows the owner to keep up to an 
extra £80,000. The ownership conditions 
are quite demanding, however, and exclude 
anyone who has transferred all their 
shares into an ‘interest in possession’ 
trust.”

Britons s till very much 
in love with their cars 

IF TOP Gear’s popularity and the 
success of the Government’s 
Scrappage initiative weren’t proof 
enough, Britain’s love affair with 
the car is far from over despite the 
recession, writes Andy Rogers. 

A new Europe-wide study by car hire giant 
Europcar shows that 73 per cent of Brits love 
having their own car, compared with 60 per 
cent across the Continent. 

But we are more conscious of the cost of car 
ownership; even though it’s lower here, aver¬ 
aging £106 a month against £126 across 
Europe based on insurance, maintenance/ 
repair, car loan and parking costs. 

Some 61 per cent of British owners have 
changed their driving habits to cut costs (per 
cent in brackets) by: (65) driving less and 
switching to other transport or walking for 
short journeys; (62) driving to conserve fuel; 

(33) car sharing. Most Brits (95) would walk 
more if they gave up their cars. 

But when it comes to two wheels, we are far 
less keen than across the Channel. Half would 
consider cycling, compared with two thirds of 
continental Europeans and only 20 per cent 
would consider a motorbike or scooters, com¬ 
pared with over a third in the rest of Europe. 

Europcar’s study also identified these driver 
types: 

• No choice dependants - primarily in rural 
areas with no alternative transport options. 

They are sensitive to cost though and have 
changed their driving habits. 

• Detached urbanites - do not like cars in gen¬ 
eral and are most likely to support a city cen-

Lougher said: “There’s no doubt that with the 
current transport infrastructure in the UK 
combined with a deeply ingrained mindset 
towards car ownership, parting the British 
motorist from their motor is no mean feat. 

“That said, we are seeing the emergence of 
new groups of motorists - the detached urban¬ 
ites and strategic nomads who appear more 
open to a life without car ownership. 

“These along with households who have 
downsized their cars or gone from two cars to 
one in the household to cut costs are turning to 
car hire to give them the mobility they need, 
just for the time they need it.” 

• MANY company car drivers may be driving 
illegally and risking serious injury plus licence 
points and a possible driving ban. 

A survey by TyreSafe found 25 per cent of 
them never checked the tyre tread depth and 
a further 41 per cent had not checked within 
the past six months. 

TyreSafe, a not-for-profit organisation dedi¬ 
cated to raising awareness of the danger from 
defective and worn tyres, said companies and 
employees have responsibility for tyre safety 
on fleet vehicles and it has created a ‘lifesaver 
in your pocket’ initiative to help. 

This suggests simple monthly checks using a 
20p coin. If the outer band of the coin is visible 
when inserted into the main grooves of the 
tyre, then the tyre may not have sufficient 
depth. 

Current UK law states that tread on car 
tyres must be a minimum of 1.6mm across the 
central three quarters of the tread, around its 
entire circumference. Drivers found in breach 
of this law face a fine of up to £2,500 and three 
penalty points for each illegal tyre.

Safety first on 
Bonfire Night 

BUSINESS insurance specialist 
Premierline Direct has advised 
companies what they must do for 
protection and safety at their 
Bonfire Night party: 

• Tell your insurance company as it 
will have terms and conditions you 
must comply with to ensure your 
business is covered for such an 
event. 

• Consider whether the site is suit¬ 
able and large enough for your dis¬ 
play. The bonfire must be roped off 
at least 10 metres away from spec¬ 
tators. Buildings, roads, railways, 
overhead cables and the fireworks 
display area must be at least 25 
metres away. 

• Stewards. There must be at least 
one for every 100 spectators with 
duties including car park atten¬ 
dance, monitoring the bonfire area, 
keeping spectators behind barriers 
and clearing up. Recruit competent 
over-18s and equip them with fluo¬ 
rescent jackets. 

• All fireworks must be handled by 
a responsible adult and used and 
stored in line with the manufactur¬ 
er’s instructions. 

• There must be a qualified first 
aider on site who can also call for 
emergency assistance, so make 
sure they carry a mobile phone. 

• The bonfire should be extin¬ 
guished with water at the end of 
the event and not left unattended 
until those in charge of safety are 
certain it is out.

100 YEARS AGO: The entire football 
community in Kent was in mourning 
after the shocking death of a well- 
known Ashford referee, EK Keene. 
Mr Keene had been officiating at 
a game between Hastings and Woolwich Arsenal 
reserves before boarding the 18.10 train from 
Hastings station to his home town. 

A ticket collecter at Hastings reported Mr Keene, 
known as ‘Daddy’ to many players, was jovial and 
in good spirits on the platform, but when the train 
arrived at Rye, a porter noticed some unattended 
luggage. 

Unable to find the owner he alerted the authorities 
and Mr Keene’s body was found in the Ore Tunnel. 

An inquest found that he had been killed 
instantly by a head injury. There were no grounds 
to suspect suicide and the most likely cause of 
death was Mr Keene leaning out of the window and 
forgetting the proximity of the tunnel. 



1959 


50 YEARS AGO: Confusion reigned 
on the rugby field, not for the last 
time, after Maidstone RFC took on 
and comfortably defeated a team of 
touring Australians and New 
Zealanders at The Mote. 

Formed by expats living in London, the ‘Down 
Unders’ ambition was to form a team capable of 
beating the Springboks - whether this meant the 
national team or a group of exiles wasn’t clear, but 
the team certainly didn’t lack enthusiasm. 

Unfortunately, as their captain John Austin 
admitted, they were baffled by the British interpre¬ 
tation of the rules, specifically the knock on and 
the tap penalty. 

Kent County Cricket Club announced they 
would play three matches at Blackheath in 1960 
because of high attendances at Rectory Field, with 
Folkestone losing out.

Touch of Gaelic flair 

Clubs hope scheme to bring French ruabv talent to 
county will add ioie de vivre to the English game

KENT rugby fans could soon be 
watching some of France’s finest 
new talent playing at clubs around 
the county as part of a scheme to 
educate and integrate youngsters 
from across the Channel into life 
and rugby in England. 

Coaches have already set the wheels in 
motion, with one Kent-based player head¬ 
ing the other way - living, studying and 
playing his rugby at a top-flight French out¬ 
fit, training alongside internationals and 
benefiting from professional fitness and 
conditioning work. 

Blindside flanker Mark Davey, having just 
returned from Blackheath’s Argentina tour, 
moved from Blackheath to Union Sportive des 
Arlequins Perpignan (USAP) at the start of 
the current season. 

Tough 

That came after Thanet Wanderers head 
coach Darryl Vas had put Blackheath director 
of youth development, Steve Pope, in touch 
with Bruno Bolland, director of USAP’s 
Center de Formation. 

“Any players that go out there need to be bet¬ 
ter than those they’ve got already,” Vas told 
Kent on Sunday. “They need to be good players 
but also mentally tough - French rugby is a 
different kettle of fish to what they’ll be used 
to. Some of the players over here are good ath¬ 
letes at 16 or 17, but they’ll start crying if they 
get punched in the face.” 

Vas, who spent part of his playing career in 
France with Sporting Club Tulliste and 
Grenoble, had previously acted as translator 
in the deals which saw Thierry Devergie and 
Fabrice Landreau join Bristol. 

He will act as go-between in any player 
moves from France to England, with young¬ 
sters joining his Wanderers side for the first 
part of the season before potentially being 



scouted by the likes of National League sides 
Blackheath or Canterbury. 

Any French arrivals to Thanet would split 
their time between playing rugby and doing a 
day’s work for each of 15 sponsors, who would 
all put in £100 per month to fund their living 
costs. 

“We’d get the benefit of them playing for us, 
and scouts would come and look at them dur¬ 
ing that time,” said Vas. “They’d also have free 
English lessons and we’d give them a bit of 
structure to their life. They would have free 
use of the gym, the cafe, any of the places 
owned by our sponsors. If they integrate and 
like it, hopefully they’ll tell their mates - it’s a 
symbiotic relationship.” 

Vas found placements in France for 13 
English players during his career with 
Blackheath and Rosslyn Park, but Davey’s 
move to USAP is the first he has co-ordinated 
since moving to Broadstairs and taking the 
head coach’s job at Thanet.

Having coached Davey at Blackheath, Pope 
was sorry to lose one of his better players, but 
believes the move overseas can only help the 
18-year-old. 

He said: “Mark’s really got into shape in the 
few months he’s been out there. Blackheath is 
basically a semi-professional club, so we only 
get to spend a limited time with the players, 
but the fitness and conditioning in France is 
full-time and very serious.” 

Davey will study the Baccalaureate - a 
French education programme - during his 
year-long stay at USAP and with the French 
academies running up to the age of 23, he has 
the option to remain beyond this season. Pope 
is aware Davey’s performances on French soil 
may prove to be the key to any future player 
movements. 

“It depends how well Mark does over there 
as to whether we get French players coming 
back the other way,” he said. “If Perpignan 
know we can provide them with decent play¬ 
ers, they’re more likely to reciprocate.” 


Flouse puts brakes on move to big team 


KRISTIAN House has ended speculation 
about his future by signing a new contract 
with Rapha Condor after turning down offers 
from teams in Europe. 

The 30-year-old took the biggest title of his 
career to date in June by winning the National 
Road Race Championship, seeing off a host of 
world-class riders including the Tour de 
France duo, Mark Cavendish and Bradley 
Wiggins. 

House, who grew up in Canterbury, had 
been looking to move to a bigger team if possi¬ 
ble, but told Kent on Sunday he was happy to 
stay on. 

He said: “As far as contracts go, I had a cou¬ 
ple offers in the last few weeks, some of them 
from European teams, but I’ve decided to stay 
with Rapha Condor.” 

House joined the team, which spends most of 
the season competing in the UK, last year 


after spending a season in North America rid¬ 
ing for Navigators. 

Simon Mottram, founder of the Rapha cloth¬ 
ing brand, which own half the team, was 
delighted with the decision. 

“Kristian’s 2009 season has been fantastic 
and we’re delighted that he will be staying 
with Rapha Condor for 2010,” he said. “Apart 
from being an incredibly talented cyclist and 
winning the National Road Race 
Championship, he’s the perfect ambassador 
for both Rapha and Condor. It will be a pleas¬ 
ure having him riding for us next year.” 

House’s season came to an end last weekend 
with a 17th place finish in the epic Melbourne 
to Warmambool Classic. The 30-year-old was 
the first overseas rider to finish the 261-kilo- 
metre race in Australia, coming in with the 
first chase group nearly seven minutes behind 
winner Joel Pearson.

At just 18, she is one of 
the younger members of the side, but cer¬ 
tainly isn’t backward in coming forward and 
has bags of confidence.

On the county circuit she has been known 
for a number of years as a youngster who has 
a lot of potential and eveiyone knew she would 
progress to the England side at some stage. 

To be honest, it’s come a lot quicker than 
both of us thought, but having seen her 
wicket-keeping and her batting this year, her 
all-round game has really gone up a notch. 

This tour of the West Indies represents a 
real chance for some of the up and coming 
young players to stake a claim for selection 
in the England side for next year’s World 
Twenty20, which coincidentally, is in the 
Caribbean, starting in April. 

For the likes of my other Kent team-mate, 
Lydia Greenway, this tour is a real chance to 
show what she can do and I think it’s going 
to be a massive year for her. 

Towards the end of the season we were able 
to see what a great player she can be and I 
think these games against the West Indies 


will give her a chance to bat up the order and 
hopefully we will see the best of her. 

For her, I think it is just a case of scoring 
runs on the big stage and that will give her 
the confidence she needs to kick on. Some 
players take longer than others to adapt, but 
she is really maturing as a player. 

What this tour, and the squad we are tak¬ 
ing for it, highlights, is the real strength in 
depth we have in the England women’s team. 

The younger players are now pushing the 
likes of myself and Claire Taylor for a place 
and that really keeps us on our toes, which is 
healthy for the state of the women’s game. 

It’s going to be a really key winter for all of 
the young players to see what they can do 
when the pressure’s on and I’m really look¬ 
ing forward to it.

Duo in duel for 
superbike seat 

SUPERBIKE duo Leon Camier and Shane 
Byrne are vying for the final seat in the Aprilia 
World Superbike team for next season, writes 
Tom Howard. 

The Kent riders are both without deals for 
the 2010 season and are hoping to be on the 
World Superbike grid next year. 

With only one works team ride available at 
Aprilia, Sheppey rider Byrne and Camier, 
from Ashford, are both in line for the seat. 

Byrne, who completed his first season in the 
World Championship this year, believes he is 
in a good position after two fourth place finish¬ 
es - riding for Sterilgarda Ducati - in the final 
round in Portugal last weekend. 

The 33-year-old finished his debut season in 
eighth position in the rider standings. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It’s been a long, 
tough year on a privateer bike and if I can get 
a decent ride next season I would like to stay in 
the World Championship. There are rumours 
flying around and I’ve been linked with Aprilia 
as they are yet to name their 2010 line-up. 

“I am the only rider in the top 10 of the final 
championship standings not to have a deal 
and I am not the oldest rider in the paddock. 

“I think I have done enough to impress this 
season by leading races in Italy and Portugal 
and I have secured a podium finish. We will 
have to wait and see how that goes.” 

However, it appears Camier is in pole posi¬ 
tion for the Aprilia seat after a successful trial 
with the team in the final two rounds of the 
season. After retirements at the penultimate 
meeting in France, the new British Superbike 
champion netted top-10 finishes in both races 
in Portugal. 

This week the Aprilia team have retained 
his services to compete in an official test at 
Portugal’s Portimao circuit.

Top three finish 
or back to school 
for Tour rookie 

AS A disappointing debut season comes to an 
end, Claire Aitken is preparing for a return to 
Qualifying School for the chance to play on the 
Ladies European Tour in 2010. 

The 23-year-old is playing her final Tour 
event of the season this weekend at the 
Suzhou Taihu Ladies Open in Shanghai. 

A top-three finish in China should be 
enough to guarantee the Gravesend golfer’s 
card for next season, but after making the cut 
in just two events all year, the reality is Aitken 
will be returning to Q-School next month. 

She said: “I’ve struggled with my game this 
year, it’s not been easy. 

“At a couple of events I’ve had bad bounces 
and missed out, but other than that I’ve just 
not played well enough. It all adds to the pres¬ 
sure I’ve put on myself. I always try to look at 
the positives but with only making two cuts, 
there’s not a lot to look at.” 

Aitken’s slump in form has come at the 
worst possible time after ending a promising 
amateur career and earning a card at 
Q-School in January. 

Despite the lack of results, the Mid Kent golfer 
believes she has gained from the experience and 
will go back a better golfer because of it. 

She said: “I have enjoyed playing on tour. 
I’ve just found it frustrating because I played 
really well to get my card. 

“I did [Q-School] before. I like the course as 
well, so hopefully I can come through again.”

KENT chairman George Kennedy 
insists the club won’t be put off sign¬ 
ing Kolpak players despite new 
Home Office laws making it harder 
to sign players from overseas. 

Rules released this week will see the 
number of Kolpak cricketers employed in 
county cricket plummet, as only players 
that have held a work permit for four years 
or more can continue plying their trade as 
an EU citizen. 

One other term of the agreement that 
would allow a Kolpak player - traditionally 
from South Africa or the West Indies - to 
play county cricket, is if they have played a

Test match in the last two years, or five Tests 
in the last five. 

The new regulations have already 
accounted for Kent’s Ryan McLaren. The 
South African, who left at the end of the sea¬ 
son, has yet to play internationally, although 
he has been called up to play for his country 
since ending his Kolpak agreement. 

Ineligible 

The county will keep hold of star batsman 
Martin van Jaarsveld, courtesy of the fact he 
has been at St Lawrence for four years, but 
the club are yet to decide what to do with fel¬ 
low South African Justin Kemp. 

The 32-year-old, whose contract has now 
expired, played his last Test in 2005, making 
him ineligible to return as a Kolpak. Kent 
may yet consider him as an overseas player, 
but Kennedy told this newspaper the club 
will be taking their time. 

He said: “We are still talking to Justin 
about his position for next season, but we 


have lots of time and won’t be rushing into 
anything.” 

While it looks increasingly difficult to 
bring a foreign cricketer over to play county 
cricket, particularly as the England and 
Wales Cricket Board are now financially 
rewarding counties that field young English 
players, Kent will not be put off looking 
abroad in a bid to find the right player. 

“I have very mixed feelings about this,” 
Kennedy said. “My priority is to get Kent 
the best team, but I also understand our 
commitment to England. 

“We have to remember that the ECB fund 
English cricket and we get a huge sum of 
money from them, so it’s important we don’t 
bite the hand that feeds us. But I remain 
convinced that we should be able to put out 
the best team we can, so no, I wouldn’t rule 
out Kolpaks.” 

The chairman also revealed the club were 
in negotiations with at least two players, but 
remained tight lipped about their identities. 


Development won’t disrupt play 


A SCHEDULE of when work will begin on 
the £8.2 million redevelopment of Kent’s St 
Lawrence Ground (pictured) is to be made 
public by the end of the month. 

The club are still not in a position to 
name their building partner for the devel¬ 
opment, but hope to be able to so in the 
next few weeks, with work expected to 
start first on the 130-bed hotel. 

County chairman George Kennedy said he 
hoped work would begin soon, and the 
county haven’t ruled out playing more 
games away from ‘HQ’ next summer as the 
redevelopment takes shape. 



He said: “There will be a fair amount of 
cricket next summer at St Lawrence, but 
disruption will not really be felt until the 
end of the season. 

“We will be continuing with the 
Tunbridge Wells week and the fixture list 
has just come out so we are having a look 
at that right now.”

BENN Barham says he won’t have any sleep¬ 
less nights at the prospect of returning to 
Qualifying School if he fails to secure his 
European Tour card for next season. 

The 33-year-old’s future on the European 
Tour is uncertain after a largely disappoint¬ 
ing year for the Ashford golfer. With one event 
remaining, Barham is 129th on the Order of 
Merit rankings and needs a strong finish to 
avoid going back to Qualifying School to earn 
his right to play next season. 

Last week he needed a top-10 finish at the 
Castello Masters in Spain, which would 
have lifted him into the crucial top 115 
golfers in the rankings and meant he kept 
his Tour card for 2010. However, after a 
strong tournament he could only finish in 
tied 25th position. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It’s not a matter 
of life and death and if anything, it has given 
me a kick to perform better next year. 

“I have been to Qualifying School four times 
and if I have to do that I don’t think it will be 
a problem. My game has improved so much 
from the last time I was there. 

“Obviously it was disappointing not to fin¬ 
ish higher in Spain as I had put myself in a 
great position, the three bogeys on the final 
three holes really cost me.” 


Barham is now left with one final oppor¬ 
tunity to finish the season inside the top 
115 as he heads to the JBWere Masters in 
Melbourne, Australia, later this month. 

But world number one, Tiger Woods, could 
stand in his way as he is expected to play at 
the tournament. 


With prize money not as high as previous 
events on the tour, Barham is targeting a top- 
five finish, which should earn him around the 
40,000 euros needed to finish in the top 115. 

He will travel to Australia next week to get 
ready for the tournament, which begins on 
November 12.

Gills review ticket deal after crowd trouble 


SAFETY procedures at Gillingham’s Priestfield 
Stadium have come under scrutiny after 
crowd trouble at last weekend’s clash with 
nearest rivals Charlton Athletic. 

Gills fans were furious that a large group of 
Charlton supporters were allowed to stay in 
the ground despite being seated in an area 
designated for home fans only 

The situation escalated when the Addicks 
went 1-0 up in the League One battle, as their 
fans celebrated wildly in the Medway Stand 
and goaded those sitting around them and 
nearby in the Rainham End. 

Yet despite tempers threatening to boil over 
between both sets of fans, stewards employed 
by the Medway club have been criticised for 
not ejecting those causing trouble. 


Following the match, which ended in a 1-1 
draw, Gills fans flooded the club’s message 
board with complaints. 

One wrote: “The stewards need to work out 
what on earth they are for. I think we were 
lucky there was no serious trouble.” 

Gillingham’s clash with Charlton last 
Saturday was the first time the two sides 
had met in the league for 28 years, and a 
sell-out crowd of 10,304 was on hand to watch 
the action unfold. 

The Charlton fans involved in the incident 
towards the end of the game had paid extra 
as part of the club’s corporate Watch, Wine 
and Dine package. 

Gillingham safety officer, Tony Payne, told 
KOS Media the club was reviewing its 


policy for ticket allocations in corporate areas 
in light of the incident. 

He said: “In the corporate areas of the 
ground an early decision was made to 
minimise the potential of disagreement 
by mixing guests at the dining tables and in 
the stands. 

“This worked well until the moment 
Charlton scored, when a number of away fans 
in the Medway Stand celebrated, antagonis¬ 
ing home supporters in that stand and the 
Rainham End. 

“Order in both areas was quickly restored 
and, although two people were detained and 
another ejected, it would not have been prac¬ 
ticable to remove all those involved. The rest 
of the game passed without further incident.” 


Staff of legends 

Olym pic hero aims to add more medals 
to his collection in pursuit of greatness

HE REACHED the pinnacle of 
the sport a year ago by winning 
Olympic gold, but a rejuvenated 
Jamie Staff harbours another urge 
for a gold medal pursuit. 

The 36-year-old cyclist, from Ashford, 
is gearing up for another season in the saddle 
and after a taste of gold last year, he has 
now switched his attention to the World 
Championships in Denmark next year. 

Sabbatical 

Since winning Olympic gold in Beijing, 
interest in Staff and British Cycling has rock¬ 
eted. Now more than 12 months on from what 
he describes as the best moment of his career, 
Staff feels he can finally close the Beijing 
Olympics chapter of his life and focus on a 
new challenge. 

After a six-month sabbatical, he returned 
to the track in style last week, winning gold in 
the Team Sprint at the British Championships. 

His next target is to claim gold in the Team 
Sprint at the World Championships in March. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “Last year was a 
long season and it took a lot out of me. I got to 
a point where I couldn’t really look at my bike 
anymore. But I think that’s done me good as 
I’m loving it more than ever now. 

“Everyone has stopped pretending to be 
celebrities after the Olympics, and I probably 
have more drive in me than I’ve ever had. 


“The World Championships is the main aim 
as we only managed silver last year and we 
are desperate to put that right. 

“Although there are more and more young 
riders on the scene now, I’m feeling in good 
shape and I think there is enough pace in me 
to stay just ahead of them.” 

As well as the World Championships, 2010 
will see India host the Commonwealth Games 
in October, but Staff is unsure if he will get 


the chance to add a Commonwealth gold to 
his collection. 

He said: “Nobody has really said much about 
the Commonwealth Games. We are not sure if 
an English team will even travel to it for polit¬ 
ical reasons. 

“I don’t think the Velodrome has even been 
built yet, but it would be nice to go there and 
compete against Scotland and Chris Hoy, but 
we have to wait and see on that one.”

King taking slow 
road to recovery 

SIMON King has begun his rehabilitation 
following ankle surgery but admits he will 
be happy just to return to the Gillingham 
side before the end of the season. 

The Priestfield defender has been out 
since rupturing ligaments in July. After the 
injury failed to heal itself naturally, he went 
under the knife in September and tentative 
treatment is now under way. 

King, 26, is scheduled to begin impact 
work in mid-January, but the highly-rated 
centre-back told Kent on Sunday he would 
just settle for coming back before May. 

“It’s going to be difficult because being 
out for so long you tend to pick up other lit¬ 
tle injuries along the way,” he said. “I’ve got 
to get my fitness back, so I’m just hoping 
I’ll get to play some part of this season.” 

The long weeks since picking up the 
injury have given the defender plenty of 
time for reflection. Never far away from his 
thoughts has been a nagging doubt the 
injury was partly his own doing. 

“In hindsight I don’t think I did myself any 
favours last year playing through ankle 
injuries,” he said. 

“It was painful before and after games, 
but I didn’t really feel it during them. At the 
time I didn’t realise the damage I was 
doing to my body, you just want to play 
every game.” 

For someone who had previously avoid¬ 
ed serious injuries, King readily admits the 
time spent out has been a shock to the 
system, but he is now able to look ahead 
with some optimism. 

He said: “You do feel isolated and away 
from it - I think that’s the hardest thing to 
cope with. 

“There’s a bit of light at the end of the 
tunnel. Coming off the crutches, you could 
say that’s the most difficult part done now.” 


Stimson priced out 
in bid for forward 


GILLINGHAM’S hopes of bringing in a 
striker on loan have been scuppered after 
the Premier League club involved tacked 
on an extra fee. 

The Gills were closing in on agreeing a 
three-month deal for a player at a top flight 
club, but talks have ground to a halt. 
Manager Mark Stimson (pictured) believes 
the move is now dead unless the club 
remove the payment, which was in addi¬ 
tion to Gillingham paying a per¬ 
centage of the player’s wages. 

He said: “I thought some¬ 
thing was going to be done 
on Wednesday, but the team 
we were talking to about the 
striker chucked a loan fee 
in right at the last minute. 
“Obviously we can’t 
afford to pay that so I 
think we’re going to 
have to unfortunately 
let that one go.”

TEENAGE midfielder Luke Rooney 
has been warned he risks having his 
new Gillingham contract offer with¬ 
drawn if he continues to delay sign¬ 
ing, writes David Pritchard. 

The 18-year-old has made an 
excellent start to his senior career 
after stepping up from the youth 
team this summer. His form, which 
has included fine goals against 
Exeter and Southampton, prompt¬ 
ed the Gills to offer the winger a 


new contract three weeks ago, 
which would keep him at the club 
until 2013. 

Fellow youngster Jack Payne 
signed the same deal immediately, 
but Rooney, after consulting with his 
agent, has so far stalled on agreeing 
terms. 

This week Gillingham manager 
Mark Stimson told Rooney’s advisers 
the contract would be retracted in the 
near future if it remained unsigned. 


“It’s a big risk, we’re very close to 
doing it. That’s what I’ve told the 
agent, if we don’t get it sorted out 
then it’s going to be withdrawn,” he 
said. 

Stimson stressed that whatever the 
outcome, it would not affect 
Rooney’s chances of playing in the 
first-team. The teenager’s current 
deal expires next summer, but the 
club have an option to extend it by 
another season if they wish. 


The Gills boss insisted he was only 
concerned for Rooney’s form, which 
he believes has suffered since the 
contract was offered. 

He said: “I think it has a little bit if 
you’ve seen him in the reserve team. 
He’s had a real good game and a real 
poor game since it’s been happening 
and this week it was a mixed bag. It’s 
going to affect the lad unfortunately, 
but he was the one who decided to 
sign with the agent.”

BRANDS Hatch has declared its 
interest in hosting a possible 
return of Formula One if 
Silverstone fails to agree a new 
deal to host the British Grand Prix. 

The Kent circuit hasn’t hosted motor- 
sport’s premier championship since 1986, 
but with the future of the British Grand 
Prix in doubt following Donington Park’s 
2010 bid failing due to lack of funding, 
Brands Hatch could be a future alternative. 

Since Nigel Mansell won the final Grand 
Prix at Brands Hatch 23 years ago, the 
nearest the circuit has come to hosting the 
pinnacle of motor racing was in 1999, when 
then owner Nicola Foulston won the rights 
to host the 2002 British Grand Prix. 

However, failure to secure sufficient plan¬ 
ning permission saw the race return to 
Silverstone and the Northamptonshire cir¬ 
cuit has hosted Formula One since 1987, but 
is yet to agree a deal for 2010. 

Despite Brands Hatch needing a major 
£75 million overhaul to comply with 
Formula One regulations, the venue’s 


owner, Jonathan Palmer, admitted he would 
be interested in looking into hosting 
Formula One in the future. 

He said: “The Grand Prix was given to 
Donington Park and that circuit is not that 
different to Brands. It is undulating and 
more exciting then flat circuits like 
Silverstone. It would be fantastic if it came 
back to Brands. The circuit is challenging 
and has a perfect location as it is close to 
London. 

“I have thought about hosting it, and if 
Formula One owner Bernie Ecclestone 
called me and offered me a chance for a bid 
I would be interested in looking into a busi¬ 
ness case for it. The circuit would have to 
undergo a major change and it would have 
a different lay out, run-off areas would need 
to be extended and a whole new pit and pad- 
dock construction completed. 

“The problem would be getting planning 
permission as our current planning permis¬ 
sion would not allow us to do what is 
required. I think Silverstone is the better 
option but our chances of hosting it are not 
nil, but pretty remote.” 

Former world champion John Surtees, 
who secured a third place in the circuit’s 
first Grand Prix in 1964 on his way to the 
title, would welcome a return of the sport to 
Brands Hatch. However, the Edenbridge- 
based former racer believes the circuit 


would risk losing other race events from its 
calendar if it were to get the go-ahead. 

He said: “It is a great circuit but it would 
need a massive overhaul. Times have 
changed since I raced Formula One there 
and the sport is much more popular. 

“The country has to have a Grand Prix 
because the sport and the industry is mas¬ 
sive here. We have also just had two world 
champions. 

“Brands would have to be careful though 
as hosting events as big as Formula One 
could see other race series leave the circuit. 
The track has been a training ground for 
young drivers and that is something they 
will not want to lose.” 

With Formula One watched by a global 
audience estimated at 600 million people, if 
the event was to return to Brands Hatch the 
county would receive a significant boost.
